4(a)  REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  SECRETARY 

Comm  Wilson  stated  that  at  the  request  of  Dep.  City  Attorney,  John  Kennedy,  she  attended  a 
meeting  this  week  on  Prop  G,  the  sunshine  ordinance  and  will  meet  with  Mr.  Kennedy  later  to  discuss  the 
agenda  and  minutes.  She  also  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Finance  Committee,  which  was  based  on  the  letter 
that  was  sent  2-1/2  years  ago,  Chair  Schulke  signed  it  and  it  was  delivered  to  Supervisor  Yee's  office. 
Also,  she  said  that  it  was  important  for  the  public  to  know  who  we  are,  so  hopefully  she  will  have  cards 
made  up  for  the  next  meeting.

5.        SPECIALLY  CALENDARED  MATTERS 


5(a)  ELECTION  OF  COMMISSION  OFFICERS:  This  item  was  put  off  until  the  end  of  the 
meeting  at  which  time  Comra  Friedman  made  amotion  that  the  same  officers^  Chair  Schulke,  Vice-Chair 
Eckman  and  Secretary  Wilson  continue  for  another  year  term.  This  motion  was  unanimously  passed  after 
Comm  Eckman  declined  Comm  Chi's  nomination  that  she  becomes^ the  Chair. 

5(b)  PROPOSED  RODEO  ORDINANCE:  Members  of  the  public  and  the  Rodeo  Assn 
(PRCA)  addressed  various  proposals  drawn  up  by  Deputy  City  Attorney  John  Kennedy  to  regulate  rodeo 
activities  in  San  Francisco.  The  commission  passed  the  more  restrictive  measure  by  a  vote  of  6  to  1 , 
(Comm  Schulke  abstained)  which  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  appropriate  action. 

5(c)  OFF-LEASH  DOG  TASK  FORCE:  Several  neighborhood  representatives  testified  that 
the  Task  Force  failed  to  properly  consider  the  concerns  of  people  with  small  children^  etc.,  and  seemed  to 
favor  the  animal  owners'  side  of  the  issue.  After  considerable  discussion  by  the  commission,  it  was 
decided  not  to  make  a  recommendation  on  this  matter  since  it  ha&heen  in  committee  (Board  of 
Supervisors,  Park  &  Rec)  since  Oct.  1999.  The  commission  unanimously  voted  to  urge  the  Park  &  Rec 
Committee  to  forward  the  Task  Force  report  to  the  general  hoard  for  appropriate  action. 

5(d)  TAIL  DOCKING,  EAR  CROPPING,  DEBARKING,  DECLAWING:  A  discussion  wasX 
held  by  the  commissioners  and  the  public  concerning  whether  it  was  cruel  and  unnecessary  to  dock  tails, 
crop  ears,  debark  and  declaw  animals.  Most  of  the  public  stated  examples  of  why  it  was  cruel  and  in 
some  instances  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  animal  such  as  debarking.  A  few  from  the  public  claimed 
no  physical  harm  was  done  and  that  to  have  purebreds  find  homes,  they  must  look  a  certain  way.  Dr. 
Jean  HofVe  spoke  at  length  about  the  cruelty  of  these  operations.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  laws 
concerning  what  veterinarians  can  do  are  set  by  the  state  not  by  the  city.  This  issue  will  be  discussed  at 
next  month's  meeting. 

6.       NON  CALENDARED  MATTERS 


Comm  Eckman  asked  that  the  issue  of  pit-bull  fighting  be  addressed  at  the  next  meeting.  A 
representative  from  In  Defense  of  Animals  asked  why  police  on  horseback  were  present  at  a  peaceful 
demonstration  in  S.F.  against  furs.  A  horse  was  hurt  and  the  demonstrators  blamed  which  was  not  true. 
The  Chair  stated  that  Comm  Herndon  from  the  Police  Dept.  should  be  able  to  answer  these  questions 
when  he  is  present  at  next  meeting.

1.        CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL 

(a)  Chair  Richard  Schulke  convened  theJFebruary  10,  2000  meeting  of  the  Commission 
of  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  to  order  at  approximately  5:30  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  408,  San 
Francisco,  California.

3.  CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 

Chair  Schulke  introduced  the  following  agenda  items

Chair  Schulke  announced  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  had  officially 
acknowledged  and  commended  Commissioner  Carl  Friedman  for  25  years  of  continuous 
service  as  a  member  of  this  commission  and  also  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Animal  Care 
and  Control.  Among  the  good  work  the  Board  cited  was  the  fact  that  his  department  had 
become  a  national  urban  model  in  its  humane  efforts.  All  commissioners  applauded  this 
announcement.

5.  CALENDARED  MATTERS 

(a)  Deputy  City  Attorney  John  Kennedy  reported  regarding  state  law  pertaining  to  \ 
cosmetic  and  elective  surgery  for  animals.  Kennedy  explained  state  laws  rule  veterinary 
medicine  and  do  not  mention  issues  such  as  debarking,  etc.  so  it  would  not  be  appropriate  for 
the  city  to  propose  banning  such  things.  Commissioner  Chi  suggested  that  in  light  of  this  fact, 
that  the  commission  instead  consider  a  motion  at  next  meeting  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  a  pamphlet  or  some  such  thing  be  available  at  every  San  Francisco  veterinary 
hospital  which  explains  why  such  practices  are  cruel  or  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  animals 
involved  as  education  of  the  public  in  general  is  often  more  effective  than  banning  something 
anyway.  Anita,  member  of  In  Defense  of  Animals  added  that  a  one  week  waiting  period  be 
required  for  such  procedures.  Members  of  the  public  Mr.  Coleman  and  Ms.  Fishwood  stated 
that  there  were  good  reasons  for  some  of  these  procedures  and  if  a  pamphlet  is  recommended . 
it  should  be  fair  and  cite  both  sides  of  the  issue.  / 

(b)  Deputy  City  Attorney  John  Kennedy  also  reported  concerning  Proposition  G 
(Sunshine  Initiative)  in  relation  to  the  work  of  the  Commission  and  what  is  required.  He  stated 
we  would  all  be  given  training  and  a  booklet  and  described  some  highlights  of  the  Initiative. 

(c)  Chairman  Schulke  stated  he  has  received  many  complaints  about  the  live-animal 
markets  and  would  therefore  like  to  re-open  the  topic  in  which  the  whole  community  could 
participate  and  that  within  six  months  the  commission  would  make  a  recommendation  to  the 
Board  of  supervisors.  Commissioner  Friedman  asked  what  was  the  purpose  of  renewing  this 
issue,  and  was  there  any  difference  between  this  one  and  the  one  raised  four  years  ago.  He 
was  concerned  that  there  would  be  a  re-enactment  of  what  happened  then  with  no  positive 
results.  Commissioners  Chi  and  Eckman  agreed  with  his  concerns  Eckman  also  agreed  with 
Friedman  that  perhaps  a  state  ballot  initiative  to  ban  such  sales  would  be  a  better  way  of 
dealing  with  the  issue.  Commissioners  Eckman,  Herndon  and  Chi  ail  suggested  that  since  the 
issue  also  pertained  to  health  and  ecological  concerns,  perhaps  a  suggestion  or  resolution  by 
the  commission  should  be  directed  to  the  Department  of  Health,  or  some  federal  agency, 
especially  as  in  New  York  City  it  was  the  Health  Department  who  banned  the  sale  of  live  turtles 
and  frogs  there.  This  topic  will  be  fully  discussed  at  next  meeting. 

(d)  Supervisor  Brown  is  presently  working  on  the  report  on  the  status  of  Off-Leash  Dog 
Task  Force  and  it  should  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  two  months  at  which  time  the 
public  will  be  able  to  comment  on  the  issue.

2.  APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

The  February  10th  meeting  minutes  were  approved  at  this  meeting. 

3.  CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  voted  approval  of  a  watered  down  version  of  the 
Rodeo  legislation.  He  thanked  Supervisor  Leno  and  Supervisor  Newsome  for  their  support.  He  was 
distressed  to  hear  that  dog  fighting  may  be  returning  to  our  community  and  asked  that  anyone  hearing  of 
any  fighting  to  please  report  it  to  the  Police  or  Animal  Care  &  Control.  He  was  pleased  to  announce  that 
Representative  Sheila  Kuehl  has  introduced  legislation  at  the  State  level  that  would  regulate  live  animal 
markets  by  setting  standards  identical  to  the  agreement  that  the  six  companies  and  the  SF/SPCA 
attempted  to  work  out.  He  was  also  pleased  to  announce  that  through  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  will  be  having  hearings  next  month  on  UCSF  live  animal 
testing  and  we  have  submitted  a  budget  request  for  $15,000  which  has  gone  to  Supervisor  Ammiano's 
office  and  they  are  working  on  that  now.  As  to  animal  elective  surgery,  we  have  no  budget  to  print 
anything  and  the  deputy  city  attorney  says  that  it  is  out  of  our  jurisdiction  at  the  local  level  and  can  only 
be  obtained  at  the  State  level.

Minutes  from  the  June  and 
July  meetings  were  presented,  however,  adoption  was  post- 
poned to  the  September  14,  2000  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

Commission  President  Richard  Schulke  reported  background 
information  on  agenda  items,  and  gave  an  update  on  state 
and  federal  legislative  actions.  Commissioner  Hobson  re- 
quested that  time  be  allowed  during  this  agenda  item  for 
other  Commissioners  to  make  brief  reports  as  needed.  The 
President  indicated  his  approval.  The  President  reported 
that,   in  future,  the  agenda  5,  minutes  would  be  mailed  or 
faxed  to  the  Commissioners  &  Department  Representatives 
by  the  Friday  preceding  the  monthly  meeting.  The  agenda 
and  minutes  will  be  provided  to  those  others  who  request 
this  in  the  same  manner  as  well.

This  had  been  done  against  the  almost 
universal  advice  from  veterinarians  who  did  not  work 
for  Africa-Marine  World  USA,  and  animal  welfare  activists 
Other  deaths  at  the  site  include  an  orca  and  a  dolphin. 
Although  the  amusement  park  is  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commission,  it  was  thought  that  a  letter  of  con- 
cern be  sent  to  the  Animal  Commission  in  Solano  County.

(a)  Chair  Richard  Schulke  convened  the  February  8,  2001  meeting  of  the  Commission  of 
Animal  Control  and  Welfare  to  order  at  approximately  5:30  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  408,  San 
Francisco,  California. 

Commissioners  in  attendance:  Chair  Richard  Schulke,  Elissa  Eckman,  Katherine  Tchen, 
Chin  Chi,  Carl  Friedman,  Animal  Care  &  Control,  Bill  Hemdon,  S.F.P.D.,  Cheryl  Bentley,  and 
Frederick  Hobson.  Absent  with  permission:  Jack  Breslin,  S.F.D.P.H.. 

Commission  Chair  Schulke  presided  during  all  aspects  of  the  meeting  before  the 
election  of  new  officers.  After  the  election,  new  Commission  Chairwoman  Elissa  Eckman 
presided  during  all  aspects  of  the  meeting..  All  6  commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates) 
holding  valid  appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the 
Commission's  "Rules  and  Regulations"  (50%  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied.

3.       CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 


Chair  Schulke  gave  a  report  expressing  his  views  of  what  the  commission  had 
accomplished  this  past  year  and  especially  thanked  the  S.F.  SPCA,  the  Dept.  of  Animal  Care 
and  Control,  commissioners  Friedman,  Herndon,  and  Breslin  for  their  contibutions  to  the 
commission's  work  and  to  commissioners  Wilson,  Chi  and  Hobson  for  doing  the  Minutes. 
Elections  of  commission  officers  were  then  held  in  which  Richard  Schulke  announced  he  would 
no  longer  be  running  and  Elissa  Eckman  was  voted  in  unanimously  as  the  new  chairwoman, 
Cheryl  Bentley  was  voted  in  unanimously  as  the  vice-chairwoman,  and  Chin  Chi  offered  to  do 
the  Minutes  and  other  secretarial  work  as  long  as  there  was  no  funding  available  for  one.

Commissioner  Schulke  then  proposed  that  the  last  item  on  the  agenda  4(j), 
Commissioner  Hobson's  request  for  an  ordinance  to  muzzle  all  aggressive  dogs  in  public  areas 
and  in  the  common  areas  of  privately  or  commercially  owned  properties  in  San  Francisco,  be 
brought  up  first  as  so  many  people  and  representatives  of  the  media  had  come  especially  to 
discuss/cover  this  issue. 

4.  SPECIALLY  CALENDARED  MATTERS 

(j)  During  discussion  of  this  subject  by  the  commissioners,  Commissioner  Hobson  first 
explained  his  proposed  muzzling  ordinance,  that  it  was  a  public  safety  measure  and  that  it  was 
not  because  he  hated  dogs.  All  the  other  commissioners  spoke  against  the  muzzling  proposal. 
Commissioner  Schulke  said  he  received  countless  calls  on  this  issue  and  most  were  against  the 
muzzle  law  although  a  few  favored  it,  among  them  the  blind  who  relied  on  service  dogs  and  said 
their  dogs  had  sometimes  been  attacked  by  aggressive  dogs  which  threatened  their  own  safety. 
The  commissioners  opposing  the  muzzling  ordinance  said  it  did  not  solve  the  problem  of 
aggressive  dogs  but  only  aggravated  the  problem  as  it  created  a  public  fear  of  all  big  dogs,  and 
some  dogs,  since  the  media  reported  on  this  proposal,  had  been  screamed  at  and  even  kicked 
by  people  on  the  streets  causing  them  injuries  and  nervousness  as  reported  by  veterinarians 
who  also  strongly  opposed  this  proposal.  Commissioner  Hemdon  and  Commissioner  Friedman 
both  pointed  out  that  there  were  already  existing  laws  against  aggressive  dogs,  including  a 
muzzling  requirement  for  some.  Commissioner  Friedman  also  cited  statistics  about  dog  bites 
showing  how  a  muzzle  was  not  the  solution.  Commissioners  Bentley  and  Chi  proposed  more 
constructive  measures  in  light  of  the  woman  killed  by  a  dog  which  included  more  educational 
programs,  an  off-leash  area  for  dogs  in  every  district,  encouraging  spaying  and  neutering, 
enactment  of  a  proposal  made  a  year  ago  by  Commissioner  Eckman  that  MUNI  buses  and  bus 
stops  display  posters  pointing  out  that  dog-fighting  is  animal  abuse  and  a  felony  to  alert  the 
public  to  this  problem  and  encourage  them  to  oppose  and  report  it. 

About  30  people  from  the  public  spoke,  the  majority  against  the  muzzling  ordinance  with 
2  supporting  it,  saying  they  had  been  bitten  by  dogs.  Those  against  included  representatives 
from  such  organizations  as  the  S.F.  SPCA,  The  Fund  for  Animals,  In  Defense  of  Animals,  and 
dog-owner  and  dog-rescue  organizations.  They  pointed  out  that  although  there  were  some 
breeds  that  were  more  aggressive  than  others  because  they  had  been  bred  that  way  for 
centuries,  most  of  the  time  the  key  to  how  a  dog  turns  out  is  the  people  who  have  them.  If  not 
trained  or  trained  especially  to  be  aggressive,  even  a  non-aggressive  breed  can  become  vicious 
whereas  many  aggressive  breeds  such  as  pitbulls,  if  brought  up  right,  have  turned  out  to  be 
very  loving  and  gentle.  A  young  woman  with  a  baby  in  her  arms  especially  made  this  point  as 
she  declared  she  was  also  the  mother  of  a  pitbull  and  they  ail  got  along  fine.  These  speakers 
supported  the  suggestions  made  by  some  of  the  commissioners  and  added  positive 
suggestions  of  their  own  such  as  posters  teaching  how  to  behave  in  front  of  a  dog,  promoting 
training  classes,  training  classes  about  handling  dogs  that  would  be  offered  at  every  school, 
neutering  all  dogs  once  adopted,  etc.  Several  speakers  also  cited  more  statistics  showing  that 
a  muzzle  was  not  a  solution  for  dogs  biting.  During  the  discussion  Chairwoman  Eckman  urged 
all  to  show  respect  for  each  other  and  avoid  making  personal  remarks.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
discussion,  the  commissioners  voted  on  the  issue,  with  Commissioners  Eckman,  Bentley,  Chi, 
Schulke  and  Tchen  opposing  the  muzzle  ordinance  and  Commissioner  Hobson  voting  for  it. 


After  the  proposed  muzzle  ordinance  failed  to  pass,  Commissioner  Hobson  asked  that 
part  of  his  proposal  be  voted  on  separately,  i.e.  concerning  his  suggestions  on  educational 
measures,  but  Chairwoman  Eckman  said  that  such  a  topic  should  be  put  on  the  agenda  for 
another  meeting.  Other  commissioners  agreed  with  Eckman  because  various  commissioners 
as  well  as  members  of  the  public  had  also  proposed  various  educational  measures  and  they 
could  then  be  considered  together. 

a)  Progress  of  implementation  of  new  state  laws  on  live  animal  markets  (discussion 
item) 

Virginia  Handley  of  the  Fund  for  Animals  asked  that  the  city  take  concrete  measures  to  see  to  it 
that  the  new  laws  on  live  animal  markets  be  implemented,  but  Director  of  Animal  Care  and 
Control  Friedman  stated  he  had  no  resources  to  do  anything.  This  subject  to  be  discussed  at 
next  meeting. 

b)  Possible  expansion  of  horse  carriage  trade  into  Golden  Gate  Park  (action  item) 
Commissioner  Chi  asked  that  if  there  was  nothing  new  regarding  this  topic,  i.e.  that  Sears  was 
temporarily  not  thinking  about  this  because  of  possible  long-term  renovation  work  in  the  park, 
that  it  did  not  need  to  be  discussed  and  Commissioner  Schulke  agreed  to  take  item  off  the 
agenda. 

Items  c)  and  d)  by  Christine  Garcia  was  not  discussed  because  the  commissioners 
concerned  had  to  leave  early.

g)  Proposed  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  tree  cutting  and  its  effects  on 
animal  life  in  the  city  (Action  Item) 

Commissioners  Eckman  and  Chi  were  not  sure  such  an  item  was  suitable  for  the  animal 
commission,  and  both  also  felt  it  important  that  from  now  on  the  commission  start  thinking 
seriously  about  what  the  commission  should  take  on  and  what  to  abandon  because  it  simply 
cannot  take  on  everything  and  still  get  anything  done.  Chairwoman  Eckman  stated,  in  essence 
(not  exact  words)  that  the  commission  needed  to  decide  on  a  few  items  and  then  follow  through 
with  them  to  a  conclusive  action.  But  Commissioner  Hobson  insisted  that  a  vote  on  his  tree- 
cutting  item  be  taken,  so  it  was  voted  on  and  passed:  Commissioners  Hobson,  Schulke,  Tchen 
and  Bentley  voting  for  the  proposed  letter  and  commissioners  Eckman  and  Chi  voting  against  it. 

h)  Raptor  Pigeon  Removal  Company  (Discussion  Item) 

The  company  representative  spoke  at  length  about  what  his  falcon  could  do,  bringing  one  to  the 
meeting,  but  after  various  comments  from  commissioners  and  the  public  Commissioner  Schulke 
agreed  to  drop  the  subject  and  have  Director  Friedman  contact  the  company  directly  if  he 
continues  to  be  interested  in  working  with  the  company.

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1 .  CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL 

(a)  Chair  Elissa  Eckman  convened  the  March  8,  2001  meeting  of  the  Commission  of 
Animal  Control  and  Welfare  to  order  at  approximately  5:30  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  408,  San 
Francisco,  California. 

Commissioners  in  attendance:  Chair  Elissa  Eckman,  Carl  Friedman,  Animal  Care 
&  Control,  Bill  Herndon,  S.F.P.D.,  Jack  Breslin,  S.F.D.P.H.,  Cheryl  Bentley,  Vice-Chair, 
Chin  Chi,  Frederick  Hobson,  Richard  Schulke  and  Katherine  Tchen  (positions  for  Park 
and  Recreation  and  Veterinarian  vacant). 

Commission  Chair  Elissa  Eckman  presided  during  all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  All 
6  commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates)  holding  valid  appointments  being  present, 
the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the  Commission's  "Rules  and  Regulations"  (50% 
of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied. 

2.  (a)  APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 

With  regard  to  the  Minutes  for  the  February  8,  2001  meeting,  it  was  suggested  that  a 
long  phrase  beginning  on  line  six  (counting  up  from  bottom  of  page  2)  "on  occasion,  both 
Commissioner  Hobson  and  a  few  members  of  the  public  made  personal  accusations  or 
sarcastic  remarks  against  each  other  and"  be  deleted.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to 
delete  this  phrase.

3.  CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 

Chair  Eckman  started  the  meeting  with  the  good  news  that  long-time  animal  activist 
Brigitte  Bardot  continues  to  march  on  by  recently  donating  $150,000  to  sterilize  100,000 
dogs  in  Romania  (this  data  may  not  be  right,  I'll  check  tape  again).  Eckman  also 
introduced  Rosa  Sanchez,  the  new  city  attorney  appointed  to  the  Animal  Commission, 
and  she  was  present  through  the  entire  meeting. 

Eckman  announced  that  at  the  meeting  earlier  with  Attorney  Sanchez  it  was  decided  that 
a  sub-committee  be  set  up,  consisting  of  her  and  vice-chair  Bentley,  to  discuss  with 
Attorney  Sanchez  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  protocol  consistent  with  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commission.  They  will  then  bring  up  their  proposal  before  all  the  commissioners 
at  next  Commission  meeting  for  their  in-put  and  approval.  Commissioner  Chi 


emphasized  that  there  was  also  a  need  to  try  to  keep  the  meetings  to  within  2  hours  and 
not  have  it  go  on  endlessly  as  the  longest  tapes  available  are  only  2  hours  and  it  is 
difficult  for  a  non-professional  secretary  to  remember  everything  accurately  after  there  is 
no  longer  a  tape  to  help  out. 

Commissioners  Hobson  and  Tchen  expressed  concern  over  the  possibility  that  such 
rules,  limitations  would  limit  the  freedom  of  speech.  Commissioner  Eckman  and  City 
Attorney  Sanchez  explained  that  any  limitations  on  time  of  speech  for  both  public  and 
commissioners  is  precisely  in  order  to  give  everyone  an  opportunity  to  give  their  input 
and  to  at  the  same  time  be  able  to  move  a  meeting  on.  Commissioners  Eckman  and  Chi 
also  explained  that  limiting  the  number  of  items  to  be  discussed  and  the  time  for  each  to 
speak  would  facilitate  things  getting  done  rather  than  endless  discussion  with  no  results 
or  bombarding  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  so  many  letters  of  recommendation  that 
they  would  have  a  good  excuse  to  do  nothing.  These  two  opposing  views  were 
expressed  many  times  over  during  the  discussion  of  many  of  the  specific  items 
mentioned  below. 


SPECIALLY  CALENDARED  MATTERS 

(a)  Status  of  proposed  letter  to  Board  of  Supervisors  urging  implementation  of 
new  state  laws  on  live  animal  markets  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  request  written  by  Virginia  Handley  from  Fund  for  Animals,  one  of  the  main 
promoters  of  the  Kuehl  Law,  was  read  aloud  and  then  discussed  by  the  commissioners 
and  the  public.  Discussion  centered  on  lack  of  funding  for  implementation. 
Commissioner  Tchen  made  some  specific  suggestions  and  was  asked  by  the  Chair  to 
write  the  letter  to  the  Board  which  would  be  based  on  Handley's  request  and  include  the 
suggestions  made.  Commissioner  Tchen  agreed  but  wanted  Hobson  to  write  it.  Hobson 
agreed  but  wanted  to  send  the  letter  before  the  next  meeting  because  budget 
discussions  might  be  over  by  then.  From  the  public,  Eric  Mills  spoke  in  support  of 
Handley's  request  and  various  commissioners'  proposals  for  funding,  but  contended  that 
the  money  would  still  not  be  adequate,  and  that  funding  should  come  from  the  S.F. 
SPCA  as  Kuehl's  bill  is  almost  identical  to  what  the  S.F.SPCA  had  originally  proposed. 
Mills  also  cited  the  illegality  and  serious  health  problems  possible  with  sale  of  live  turtles, 
armadillos,  etc.  Suzanne  Martin  stated  that  if  there  is  no  money  to  enact  the  laws,  the 
commission  should  recommend  the  markets  be  shut  down  until  funding  was  obtained. 

Commissioner  Schulke  left  at  this  time  because  it  was  his  birthday. 

Eckman  recommended  a  letter  be  sent  from  the  commission  and  that  the  full 
commission  review  the  letter  before  it  is  sent.  Hobson  insisted  that  the  letter  be  sent 
before  the  next  meeting.  It  was  finally  unanimously  decided,  with  approval  from  the  city 
attorney,  that  since  the  commission  had  originally  voted  unanimously  to  send  such  a 
letter,  that  the  letter  could  be  written  and  sent  by  Hobson  before  the  next  meeting,  but 
that  Chair  Eckman  and  all  fellow  commissioners  should  receive  a  copy  of  it  as  soon  as  it 
is  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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(b)  Status  of  proposed  letter  urging  Board  of  Supervisors  to  increase  funding  to 
Dept  of  Animal  Care  and  Control. 

Commissioner  Hobson  presented  a  letter  requesting  funding  for  the  animal  commission 
and  agreed  to  write  another  letter  about  more  funding  for  the  Dept  of  Animal 
Care/Control.  His  letter  was  unanimously  approved. 

(c)  Current  status  of  the  Crime  Stopper  (anti-dog-fighting)  Posters: 

Questions  were  raised  by  Commissioners  Eckman  and  Chi  as  to  whether  the 
Commission  needed  to  do  anything  more  to  facilitate  the  effort,  whether  the  question  of 
funding  was  resolved  and  when  the  posters  would  appear  on  the  proposed  Muni  Bus 
Stops.  Answers  were  given  by  Sergeant  Hemdon,  and  Melissa  Flowers  and  Director 
Carl  Friedman,  (both  of  Animal  Care  and  Control),  the  gist  of  which  was:  the 
Commission  did  not  need  to  do  anything  more,  Crime  Stoppers  supported  this  effort  and 
funding  would  be  shared  by  Crime  Stoppers  and  the  Department  of  Animal  Care  and 
Control.  Flowers  was  also  working  on  the  actual  posters,  stating  there  would  be  three 
kinds  (one  that  dog-fighting  is  a  felony,  one  urging  neutering  and  spaying,  and  one 
showing  how  lovable  a  pit  bull  can  be  when  loved  and  trained  properly).  Flowers  said 
they  needed  someone  to  do  the  artwork  and,  on  the  spot,  Sharie  Lesniak,  a  copywriter 
and  animal  activist,  present  at  the  meeting,  offered  her  service  free.  Flowers  stated  that 
the  posters  could  be  out  soon,  that  the  hardest  part  was  getting  the  art  work  done,  and 
since  printing  costs  would  be  less,  once  the  art  work  costs  are  resolved,  work  on  the 
posters  should  proceed  quite  fast. 

On  another  subject,  Commissioner  Hobson  asked  what  became  of  the  educational 
pamphlet  on  elective  surgery  that  Animal  Protection  Institute  was  going  to  help  the 
Commission  put  out.  Chair  Eckman  asked  the  City  Attorney  if  the  Commission  had  the 
authority  to  write  such  a  pamphlet.  Commissioner  Chi  explained  that  Animal  Protection 
Institute  is  now  offering  not  only  to  print  the  material,  but  also  write  it  and  to  distribute  it. 
All  they  now  ask  of  the  Commission  is  permission  to  use  the  animal  commission's  name 
as  one  of  their  sponsors.  Attorney  Sanchez  stated  the  Commission  needed  to  write  a 
letter  asking  permission  to  put  their  name  on  the  educational  pamphlet.  Dr.  Cole,  a 
member  of  the  public,  suggested  that  the  Commission  first  read  the  final  draft  of  the 
pamphlet  before  writing  the  letter.  This  was  unanimously  agreed  to  and  Commissioner 
Bentley  offered  to  write  the  letter  once  the  final  draft  had  been  reviewed  and  agreed 
upon  by  all  the  commissioners. 

(d)  Proposal  to  Dept  of  Animal  Care  and  Control  to  allow  applicants  to  adopt 
animals  from  their  shelter  with  said  applicants  being  between  the  ages  of  16  and 

17  (Action  Item  made  by  Christine  Garcia  carried  over  from  February  8th  meeting). 
Commissioners  Eckman,  Hemdon,  Friedman,  Tchen  and  Chi  all  pointed  out  it  was  a 
legal  issue  governed  by  state  laws,  that  no  individual  or  organization  can  make  a  legal 
contract  with  a  minor,  so  how  could  one  city  department,  commission  or  Board  of 
Supervisors  change  that?  Commissioner  Chi  also  questioned  the  need  for  even 
discussing  such  an  item  when  it  was  obviously  a  legal  one  which  the  commission  had  no 
jurisdiction  over.  Attorney  Sanchez  stated  the  commission  could  discuss  anything  we 
agreed  to  discuss  but  whether  it  will  be  considered  by  the  Board  will  of  course  depend 
on  the  legality  of  it,  etc  Most  of  the  above  commissioners  also  pointed  out  the  result  of 
such  a  change,  if  made,  would  be,  in  the  long  run  and  overall,  detrimental  to  the  welfare 
of  the  animals.  Members  of  the  public,  Dr.  Cole  and  Suzanne  Martin,  also  opposed  such 
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a  proposal  and  pointed  out  more  animals  would  be  dumped  if  passed.  Commissioners 
Hobson  and  Bentley  expressed  support  to  consider  her  proposal.  Chi  opposed  carrying 
the  subject  on  to  next  meeting,  and  that,  if  need  be,  the  commission  should  vote  then 
and  there  whether  to  agree  or  not  to  the  proposal.  Friedman:  several  times  offered  to 
make  exceptions  to  the  case  in  his  department  if  Garcia  found  the  need  in  the  future. 
Garcia  finally  agreed  to  withdraw  this  item  so  no  vote  was  taken. 

(e)  Proposal  by  Christine  Garcia  to  write  letter  to  Board  of  Supervisors 
recommending  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  District  Attorney  strictly  for  the 
prosecution  of  crimes  to  animals  (action  Item  carried  over  from  February  8th  meeting) 
Friedman  pointed  out  there  already  was  such  an  Assistant  District  Attorney  appointed 
by  D.A.  Hallinan.  Commissioner  Hobson  proposed  that  a  letter  for  such  a  proposal  still 
be  written  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  rule  that  no  matter  who  becomes 
D.A.  in  the  future,  the  D.A.'s  Office  will  always  have  an  Assistant  D.A.  strictly  for  the 
prosecution  of  crimes  to  animals.  This  proposal  passed.  Hobson,  Tchen  and  Bentley 
voted  for  it,  Eckman  and  Chi  against  it. 

(f)  Security  concerns  at  San  Francisco  Zoo  (Discussion  Item  carried  over  from 
February  8th  meeting).  The  item  was  dropped  after  a  vote  was  taken  in  which 
Commissioners  Hobson  and  Tchen  voted  for  continuing  to  discuss  the  item  and 
Commissioners  Eckman,  Chi  and  Bentley  voted  to  drop  it. 

(g)  Proposed  Letter  by  Commissioner  Hobson  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  not 
recommending  tree  cutting/removal  because  of  its  effects  on  animal  life  in  the  city. 
Commissioner  Hobson  presented  letter  to  the  Commission  which  he  had  already  sent. 

(h)  What  can  be  done  concerning  Internet  advertising  sale  of  dog/puppy  meat  and 
"kittens  grown  in  glass  bottles"  which  Commissioner  Tchen  raised  at  last  meeting. 
The  item  was  dropped  after  Commissioner  Friedman  stated  his  personnel  had  checked 
it  out  and  found  no  actual  such  thing,  that  it  was  apparently  a  "sick  joke".

Control  and  Welfare  to  order  at  approximately  5:35  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  408,  San  Francisco, 
California.

Hobson,  Sherri  Franklin. 


The  meeting  was  convened  at  approximately  5:35  p.m.  Commission  Chair  Eckman  presided 
during  all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  All  9  Commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates)  holding  valid 
appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the  Commission's  "Rules  and 
Regulations"  (50%  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied. 


2.  APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES 


The  April  12th  meeting  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  at  this  meeting  and  in  order  to  save 
time  in  future  all  commissioners  would  receive  the  minutes  through  the  web  site,  and/or  fax  and  mail. 

3.  CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 

(a.)  The  Chair  welcomed  the  new  commissioners,  Sherri  Franklin  and  June  Wilson  and  thanked 
outgoing  commissioners,  Richard  Schulke  and  Chin  Chi  for  all  their  good  work. 

(b.)  Chin  Chi  thanked  everyone  on  the  commission  and  also  the  general  public  for  helping  and 
teaching  her  so  much  for  the  past  3  years.  She  hoped  that  they  will  always  be  good  friends 
and  will  be  able  to  work  together  in  the  future. 

(c.)  Status  of  letters  send  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

(1)  Comm.  Bentley  informed  us  that  Supervisor  Pfiskin  has  written  legislation  about  the  live 
animal  markets  and  it  is  now  at  the  city  attorney's  office. 

(2)  Comm.  Friedman  said  that  he  is  still  working  with  the  Mayor's  office  to  get  extra  funding  for 
his  Dept.  He  has  managed  to  get  4  more  people  on  staff.  Comm  Bentley  did  mention  that  the 
Finance  committee  is  meeting  in  different  districts  and  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  attend 
these  meetings. 

(3)  Nothing  has  happened  yet  on  the  removal  of  trees 
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(4)  Comm.  Eckman  has  sent  a  letter  asking  for  funds  for  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and 
Welfare  and  will  give  a  report  at  the  next  meeting.  Comm  Bentley  feels  that  through  talking 
to  Supervisor  Paskin,  this  commission  will  get  some  money  but  how  much  is  the  question. 
Comm.  Eckman  thanked  Comm  Friedman  for  providing  the  commission  with  stationary  and 
stamps. 

(5)  A  letter  was  sent  to  District  Attorney  Terrance  Hallinan  regarding  a  special  prosecutor  for 
crimes  against  animals.  Comm  Hobson  said  Terrance  Hall^an  is  in  support  of  it  and  he  will 
have  the  city  attorney  draw  up  some  legislation  which  in  turn  will  turn  it  over  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  They  do  have  a  special  prosecutor  but  not  a  unit. 

(6)  Comm  Eckman  plans  to  write  a  letter  yet  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  UCSF 
apparent  disregard  of  prior  Board  resolution  concerning  care  and  use  of  laboratory  animals  at 
their  SF  facilities.  She  now  has  much  more  information  on  this  matter  and  Comm  Tchen  will 
help  her  with  more  information.  The  letter  will  be  sent  before  the  next  meeting. 

(7)  Comm  Hobson  spoke  with  the  Municipal  TransporttAgency  about  eliminating  the  fares  for 
animals  travelling  on  Muni.  It  will  be  introduced  at  their  board  meeting  next  week  and  they 
will  take  action  on  this  either  June  5th  or  June  19th.  It  also  has  the  support  of  the  Director. 

(8)  Former  commissioner  Chin  Chi  informed  us  that  there  is  a  letter  regarding  Owner/Guardian 
terminology  and  it  will  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting. 

Comm  Eckman  stated  that  this  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  change  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  this 
Commission  and  also  3  commissioners,  Friedman,  Beslin  and  Herndon  had  to  leave  at  7p.m. 

4.       COMMITTEE  REPORTS/COMMISSIONERS'S  REPORTS 

(a)  Comm  Herndon  has  been  in  touch  with  crime  stoppers  about  the  posters  (dog  fighting)  and 
there  is  a  problem  with  funding  and  he  will  give  a  report  next  month.  Comm  Wilson  asked  about  crime 
stoppers  and  was  told  that  it  is  a  non-profit  organization  and  is  a  joint  effort  between  the  police  and  the 
public  to  offer  anonymous  rewards  up  to  $1000  for  the  arrest  of  a  felony  crime  and  it  is  nation  wide. 
Chin  Chi  stated  that  putting  up  10  posters  would  be  $2000  to  $2500.  Crime  stoppers  support  the  posters 
and  they  will  help  but  Animal  Care  and  Control  is  in  charge.  ACC  had  already  said  that  they  couldn't  help 
because  of  budget  problems.  Comm  Herndon  said  that  he  will  be  in  touch  with  crime  stoppers  and 
understood  that  it  was  $50  per  location  and  said  that  any  number  of  posters  is  better  than  none.  There  is 
a  lot  of  support  for  posters  all  over  the  US.  Comm  Friedman  said  that  he  would  work  with  Comm 
Herndon  to  get  some  posters  out. 

(b)  Comm  Hobson  stated  that  there  has  been  no  action  by  the  Board  on  the  proposed  name 
change  of  the  commission.  This  item  died  in  eenenittee  under  the  30  day  rule.  Comm.  Hobson 
suggested  that  the  commissioners  phone  Supervisor  Leno's  office  to  have  this  item  re-calendared. 


6.       NEW  BUSINESS  ' 

(a)  The  City  Attorney  Rosa  Sanchez,  stated  that  this  is  a  discussion  only  item  as  the  posting  for 
changes  is  10  days.  It's  a  recommendation  to  the  Beai^uYSupeTv isui s,  that  they  approve 
proposed  changes  of  Rules  and  Regulations  to  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and 
Welfare.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  needed  to  be  updated  to  make  the 
commission  more  effective  and  clearer  and  in  the  best  interests  for  future  chairs  and 
commissioners.  Dr.  Cole  suggested  that  the  first  sentence  of  Rules  and  Regulations  add  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Comm  Friedman  said  that  in  the  1970's  when  they  made  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  and  again  when  they  amended  it  in  1983,  it  took  a  2/3  vote  and  the  old 
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rules  are  still  in  effect,  he  noticed  in  the  agenda  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  they  adopt  proposed  Rules  and  Regulations,  he  says  that  we  can  adopt  it  here 
and  don't  have  to  send  anything  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Ms.  Sanchez  told  us  that  these 
are  your  Rules  and  Regulations,  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  this 
is  your  way  of  conducting  business.  A  name  change  would  have  to  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Ms.  Sanchez  advised  that  whether  we  change  or  not,  we  can  still  go  ahead  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations.  Underiiie~newTales,  the  vote  will  be  by  simple  majority  which  is 
50%.  Comm  Friedman  suggested  to  change  the  name  right  now.  Ms.  Sanchez  said  the 
commission's  name  right  now  is  legal.  The  Chair  suggested  either/or  with  the  name  change 
depending  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  decision  and  Ms.  Sanchez  agreed  if  that's  what  we  all 
want.

(b)  3.5  Comm  Friedman  stated  that  if  a  commissioner  misses  3  meeting  in  one  year,  can  we 

request  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  remove  the  individual  from  the  Commission.  Ms  Sanchez 
said  yes,  we  can  do  that.  3.4  The  secretary  will  take  the  roll  call  at  the  start  of  the  meeting  not 
the  Chair.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

[OPTION  ONE:  The  name  of  this  Commission  shall  be  COMMISSION  OF 
ANIMAL  CONTROL  AND  WELFARE  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN 
FRANCISCO.] 

[OPTION  TWO:  The  name  of  this  Commission  shall  be  COMMISSION  OF 
ANIMAL  WELFARE  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO] 

ARTICLE  II  -  DEFINITIONS 

2.1  "Administrative  Code"  shall  mean  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

2.2  "Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County-  of  San  Francisco. 

2.3. 1    [OPTION  ONE:  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control 
and  Welfare  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.] 

[OPTION  TWO:  "Commission  shall  mean  the  Commission  of  Animal  Welfare 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.] 

2.4  "Committee"  shall  mean  a  committee  of  the  Commission. 

2.5  "Member"  shall  mean  a  member  of  the  Commission. 

2.6  "Open  Meeting  Laws"  shall  mean  California  Government  Code  Section  54950  et 
seq.  (commonly  known  as  the  'Brown  Act')  and  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Chapter  67  (commonly  known  as  the  'Sunshine  Ordinance'). 

2.7  "Chairperson"  shall  mean  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission. 

2.8  "Rules"  shall  mean  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Commission. 

2.9  "Secretary"  shall  mean  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

2.10  [ADDITION:  "Excused  absence"  shall  mean  an  absence  that  has  been 
communicated  to  the  Chairperson  before  the  meeting  and  has  been  presented 
to  the  Commission  for  an  approval  vote.] 

2.11  [ADDITION:  "Appeal  to  the  Commission  by  any  member"  shall  mean  that 
if  any  member  of  the  Commission  is  in  disagreement  with  an  action  the 
Chairperson  has  taken,  this  member  can  appeal  to  the  rest  of  the 
membership  for  a  vote  to  overrule  the  Chairperson's  action. 

ARTICLE  III  -  OFFICERS:  APPOINTMENTS  AND  DUTIES 

3.1      The  Officers  of  this  Commission  shall  be  a  Chairperson,  Vice  Chairperson,  and 

Secretary.  The  Chairperson,  Vice  Chairperson  and  Secretary  shall  be  members  of 
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the  Commission  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Commission.  Their  terms  shall  expire 
on  January  1st  following  the  date  of  their  election.  In  the  event  of  a  resignation, 
an  election  to  select  a  member  to  serve  the  unexpired  balance  of  the  term  shall  be 
held  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

3.2  Duties  of  Chairperson:  The  Chairperson  shall  be  the  official  spokesperson  for  the 
Commission.  [OPTION:  Only  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  will  make 
an  official  statement  of  the  Commission  to  the  Press.]  S  he  shall  preside  at  all 
general  meetings  of  the  Commission,  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  shall 
decide  on  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Commission  by  any 
member,  and  shall  in  consultation  with  Commissioners,  appoint  any  and  all 
Committees  of  the  Commission,  and  the  Committee  Chairs.  The  Chairperson 
shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

[OPTION  ONE:  The  Chairperson,  or  his/her  designee,  shall  sign  and  be 
responsible  for  all  correspondence  issued  under  the  name  of  the  Commission  or 
any  of  its  committees.] 

[OPTION  TWO:  The  Chairperson,  or  his/her  designee  and  maker  of  an 
adopted  motion,  shall  sign  and  be  responsible  for  all  correspondence  issued 
under  the  name  of  the  Commission  or  any  of  its  committees  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  All  actions  of  the  Chairperson  or  designee  will  be  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commission.] 

[OPTION  THREE:  The  Chairperson,  and/or  maker  of  an  adopted  motion, 
shall  sign  and  be  responsible  for  all  correspondence  issued  under  the  name  of 
the  Commission  or  any  of  its  committees  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All 
actions  of  the  Chairperson  or  designee  will  be  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commission.] 

3.3  Duties  of  Vice  Chairperson:  The  Vice  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall 
assume  the  duties  of  the  Chairperson  in  his  or  her  absence  or  when  the 
Chairperson  shall  designate  the  Vice  Chairperson  to  act.  In  the  event  that  the 
Commission  determines  the  Chairperson  cannot  or  will  not  fulfill  the  duties  of  the 
position,  the  Vice  Chairperson  shall  act  for  the  Chairperson  until  the  Commission 
elects  a  new  Chairperson  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  the  office. 

3.4  Duties  of  Secretary:  The  Secretary  is  responsible  for  taking  the  roll  call  and 
marking  the  absentees  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings.  S/he  is  to  read  the 
minutes  of  previous  meetings  and  shall  record  the  minutes  of  all  regular  and 
special  meetings.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  both  the 
Chairperson  and  the  Vice  Chairperson,  it  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Secretary  to  preside.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  Vice 
Chairperson,  and  Secretary,  the  remaining  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
appoint  one  of  their  number  to  act  temporarily  as  Chairperson.  A  duty  of 
secretary  shall  be  to  read  each  item  to  the  Commission  before  it  is  put  to  a  vote 
and  to  record  the  vote  of  the  Commission  on  each  item  and  to  maintain  the 
official  record  of  the  Commission  including  all  votes  taken. 

3.5  Attendance:  Unless  excused,  all  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  in  their 
respective  seats  at  the  hours  appointed  for  each  meeting  of  the  Commission. 
Commissioners  may  not  have  more  than  3  unoxcusod  absences,  in  a  calendar  year, 
from  general  Commission  meetings,  without  being  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  In  the  event  a  Commissioner,  without  excuse  of  the  Commission, 
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misses  more  than  3  Commission  meetings  in  a  calendar  year  the  Commission 
secretary  shall  report  that  Commissioners  absences  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Any  member  who  misses  three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the 
Commission  during  each  two-year  term  without  the  express  approval  of  the 
Commission  given  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  will  be  deemed  to  have 
resigned  from  the  Commission. 

[ADDITION  OPTION  ONE:  Commissioners  are  expected  to  honor  the 
agreement  of  appearing  at  the  meetings  on  time.  Any  member  who  is 
habitually  tardy  or  fails  to  appear  to  meetings  will  result  in  the  Commission 
voting  to  recommend  removal  of  this  Commissioner  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.] 

ARTICLE  IV:  ORGANIZATION  AND  MEETINGS 

4. 1  Adoption  of  Rules  and  Regulations:  The  Rules  and  Regulations  (Rules)  shall  be 
adopted  by  motion  carried  by  an  affirmative  recorded  vote  of  a  [OPTION  ONE: 
majority]  [OPTION  TWO:  two-thirds]  of  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

When  adopted,  such  Rules  shall  remain  in  effect  unless  suspended  or  amended  as 
provided  herein.  The  Chairperson  may  adopt  temporary  rules  to  address  a 
specific  situation  or  point  of  order  in  a  Commission  meeting  where  such  situation 
or  point  of  order  is  not  covered  in  these  Rules. 

4.2  Amendments  to  Rules:  All  proposed  amendments  to  the  Rules  shall  be  by  motion 
and  shall  require  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission. 

4.3  Meetings  and  Rules  of  Procedure:  Except  as  otherwise  determined  by  the 
Commission,  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  held  at  [OPTION 
ONE:  5:30  p.m.]  [OPTION  TWO:  6:00  p.m.]  every  second  Thursday  of  the 
month  in  City  Hall,  room  408.  All  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  in 
conformance  with  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  the  Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance.  Acts  by  the  Commission  shall  be  expressed  by  motion  or  resolution. 

4.4  Parliamentary  Procedure:  The  rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  as  set  forth  in 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  all  meetings  of  the  Commission  unless 
otherwise  provided  herein. 

4.5  Rules  of  Debate:  When  a  member  desires  to  address  the  Commission,  he  or  she 
shall  seek  recognition  by  addressing  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized, 
shall  proceed  to  speak  only  on  the  specific  issue  at  hand.  Unless  otherwise 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  each  Commissioner  shall  be  limited  to  5  minutes 
on  each  agenda  item.  [ADDITION:  These  5  minutes  are  in  addition  to  any 
introductory  time  a  Commissioner  might  need  when  introducing  an  agenda 
item.]  No  discussion  shall  take  place  until  a  resolution  or  motion  has  been  moved 
and  seconded,  or  a  calendared  item  has  been  introduced. 

4.6  Special  Meetings  of  the  Commission:  The  Chairperson,  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance  may  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Commissioners.  In  addition,  a  special  meeting  must  be  called  by 
the  Chairperson  upon  the  written  request  of  three  (3)  members  of  the 
Commission,  filed  with  the  Chairperson. 
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4.7  Notice:  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  regular  and  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  Commission  at  least  throe-  days  72 
hours  prior  for  a  regular  meeting  and  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  a 
special  meeting,  and  shall  be  given  by  posting  and  otherwise,  as  required  by  law. 

4.8  Cancellation  or  change  of  Regular  Meeting:  If  the  regular  meeting  day  falls  on  a 
legal  holiday,  or  if  a  regular  meeting  is  to  be  cancelled  or  changed,  the 
Commission  or  the  Chairperson  may  cancel  the  regular  meeting  or  fix  another 
time  therefor.  Notice  of  cancellation  or  of  a  change  in  a  regular  meeting  time,  " 
must  be  given  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  schedule  time  of  such  meeting 
unless  an  emergency/catastrophe  makes  this  impossible. 

4.9  Quorum:  The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

4. 10  Voting:  Even'  official  act  of  the  Commission  shall  be  adopted  by  majority  vote. 
A  majority  vote  shall  mean  a  majority  of  all  authorized  seats  on  the  Commission 
authorized  to  vote.  All  members  present  shall  vote  for  or  against  each  question 
brought  to  a  vote  unless  a  member  is  excluded  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

4.11  Rights  of  Members  Less  Than  Quorum:  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  no 
information  may  be  presented  and  no  official  action  shall  be  taken  by  the 
members  present  except  to  order  a  call  of  the  Commission,  to  reschedule  the  same 
meeting,  to  recess  or  to  adjourn.  [ADDITION:  Public  comment  shall  be  taken 
but  no  action  will  be  taken  in  regards  to  any  comments.  These  public 
comments  will  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting.] 

4. 1 2  Agenda  Items:  The  Chairperson  shall  prepare  or  cause  the  preparation  of  the 
agenda  for  all  meetings.  The  Chair  shall  place  on  the  agenda  any  item  that  any 
member  requests  be  placed  on  the  agenda  no  less  than  eight  (8)  days  prior  to  the 
meeting.  The  Commissioner  submitting  the  item  shall  also  present  for 
distribution  a  written  statement  explaining  the  item,  its  purpose  and  any  factual  or 
historic  data  regarding  the  item.  The  Commissioner  shall  also  submit  a  draft  of 
any  proposed  letter  or  resolution  to  the  Commission.  If  the  Chairperson 
determines  that  in  the  interest  of  maintaining  a  meeting  of  reasonable  length,  the 
agenda  for  the  meeting  for  which  the  item  was  submitted  requires  the  exchange  of 
the  item  from  that  agenda  for  that  meeting,  the  Chairperson  shall  place  the  item 
on  the  agenda  of  the  next  regular  meeting  or  of  a  special  meeting.  Except  as 
provided  by  the  Brown  Act  or  Sunshine  Ordinance,  the  Commission  shall  not  act 
upon  or  discuss  any  item  at  the  meeting  unless  a  description  of  the  item  appears 
on  the  posted  agenda  for  that  meeting.  If  an  item  arises  after  the  agenda  has  been 
distributed  the  Commission  may  add  it  to  the  following  month's  agenda  and 
consider  the  item  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  under  the  Brown 
Act. 

4.13  Minutes  of  Proceedings:  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  each 
meeting  in  the  minutes  of  the  Commission  and  provide  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
members  of  the  Commission. 

4. 14  Order  of  Business:  The  order  of  business  at  any  regular  meeting  shall  be  as 
follows: 
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1.  Roll  call. 

[ADDITION:  2.     Vote  on  excused  absences.] 

2.  Approval  of  minutes  not  previously  approved. 

3 .  Report  of  Chairperson. 

4.  Committee  reports  /  Commissioners  reports. 

5.  Old  business. 

6.  New  business. 

7.  Public  comment. 
[ADDITION:  9.  Calendar  items.] 

8.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  V:  RULES  OF  CONDUCT 

5 . 1  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  are  entitled  to  comment  on  any  matter 
on  the  calendar  prior  to  action  being  taken  by  the  Commission  on  that  item.  In 
addition,  the  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  members  of  the  public  to 
address  the  Commission  on  items  of  interest  to  the  public  which  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  and  have  not  been  the  subject  of  public  comment 
on  other  items  on  the  agenda.  The  Chairperson  may  set  a  reasonable  time  limit 
for  each  speaker,  depending  on  the  complexity  of  the  item,  the  length  of  the 
agenda  and  the  number  of  persons  present  to  speak  on  the  item. 

5.2  Addressing  the  Commission:  Speakers  must  speak  from  the  podium  when 
addressing  the  Commission  and  shall  speak  clearly  into  the  microphone. 
Speakers  are  to  refrain  from  using  profanity  and/or  yelling  or  screaming. 
Commissioners  find  it  difficult  to  give  serious  consideration  to  any  comments 
addressed  in  such  a  fashion.  Members  of  the  public  should  address  their 
questions  or  remarks  to  the  Commission.  Individual  commissioners  should 
refrain  from  entering  into  any  debates  or  discussion  with  speakers  during  public 
comment. 

5.3  Audience  Conduct:  Persons  in  the  audience  may  not  express  vocal  support  or 
opposition  to  statements  made  by  members  of  the  public  addressing  the 
Commission.  Applause  and  booing  are  prohibited.  Members  of  the  public  may 
not  display  signs  that  impede  the  ability  of  the  public  or  Commission  to  see  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  or  that  endanger  any  meeting  participants.  Cameras  and 
tape  recording  devices  may  be  brought  into  the  Commission  hearing  room; 
however,  persons  are  prohibited  from  using  flash,  camera  lights  or  other  devices 
that  may  disrupt  the  meeting  or  impede  the  ability  of  members  of  the  public  to  or 
participate  in  the  meeting. 

5.4  Permission  to  Remove  Disruptive  Persons:  The  Chairperson  shall  possess  the 
power  and  duty  to  request  that  the  Sheriff  remove  from  the  meeting  room  any 
person  who  commits  the  following  acts  after  being  warned  that  such  conduct 
could  lead  to  their  removal: 

1.  Disorderly  conduct  that  disrupts  the  due  and  orderly  course  of  the  meeting 
such  as  making  noise,  speaking  out  of  turn,  or  otherwise  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  Commission  Rules  governing  meetings: 

2.  A  breach  of  the  peace,  boisterous  conduct  or  violent  disturbance,  tending 
to  interrupt  the  due  and  orderly  course  of  the  meeting;

policies,  procedures,  and  decision-making  processes,  except  for  those  matters  authorized 
under  the  Brown  Act  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  to  be  considered  in 
closed  session;  and  reviewing  its  actions,  recommendations,  and  procedures  periodically 
to  determine  whether  the  Commission  has  adhered  to  its  Code  of  Ethics  and  mission  in 
all  respects.

Hobson  requested  that  the  minutes  be  amended  to  include  his  comments  that  the  name  change  did 
pass  in  the  Public  Health  &  Environment  Committee  and  that  he,  Bentley  and  Tchen  were  concerned  with 
the  attempt  to  kill  this  item  (Note:  The  full  Board  voted  to  return  the  name  change  proposal  back  to  this 
commission  to  allow  the  3  commissioners,  Franklin.  Eckman.  Wilson,  who  did  not  vote  on  this  matter,  an 
opportunity  to  do  so.) 

3.        CHAIRPERSON'S  REPORT 


3(a).  The  Chair  explained  that  she  had  published  2  agendas,  the  second  agenda  included  items  that 
were  not  publicly  noticed  according  to  the  Sunshine  Ord.  Therefore,  the  first  agenda  must  stand.  The 
Chair  also  stated  that  there  has  been  a  big  rise  in  dog  fighting  recently  mentioned  on  TV  and  in 
newspaper  articles. 

3(b)  The  Chair  stated  that  we  have  now  got  funding  of  $10,000.  Comm  Friedman  stated  that  the 
funding  is  in  the  Dept  of  Administrative  Services  and  also  gave  suggestions  on  how  to  handle  this 
funding.  Comm.  Bentley  suggested  that  we  write  a  letter  to  the  Finance  Committee  and  Supervisor 
Peskin  thanking  them  for  the  funding  and  the  Chair  also  thanked  Comm  Bentley  for  all  her  hard  work  in 
helping  to  get  this  funding  passed. 


3(c)  The  Chair  thanked  city  attorney  Rosa  Sanchez  for  all  her  hard  work  in  completing  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Commission. 

3(d)  Status  of  letters  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

1.  Nothing  has  been  done  yet  about  the  live  animal  markets.  Supervisors  are  all  busy  with  the  budget. 

2.  Funding  for  ACC:  Comm.  Friedman  stated  that  they  can  still  provide  the  same  services  as  they  did  for 
the  previous  year. 

3.  Still  working  on  the  removal  of  trees. 

4.  Comm.  Hobson  is  still  working  on  the  elimination  of  fares  of  animals  travelling  on  MUNI.  Comm. 
Bentley  stated  that  she  went  to  a  hearing  with  her  parrot  and  was  not  allowed  in  with  her  pet.  Comm. 
Hobson  stated  that  he  has  been  allowed  in  with  his  parrot  and  that  Barbara  Taylor  has  her  little  dog 
with  her  at  all  times. 

5.  No  answer  yet  about  letter  sent  to  the  Board  re  UCSF  lack  of  cooperation  with  city's  resolution 
concerning  animal  testing. 

6.  No  answer  yet  regarding  a  dog  license  fee  increase. 

4  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

(a)  There  are  some  minor  details  to  be  ironed  out  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  crime  stoppers 
(anti  dog  fighting)  posters  but  they  should  be  out  very  soon.  Supervisor  McGoldrick 
expressed  interest  in  getting  the  posters  up.  The  Chair  thanked  Comm.  Herndon  for  all  his 
work  in  helping  with  the  posters. 

(b)  Fur  Ban  Ord.:  Comm.  Franklin  stated  that  it  was  difficult  to  get  meetings  with  the  Supervisors 
to  enlist  their  support  on  this  measure.  They  have  3  supervisors  signed  on  and  need  one  more 
to  get  it  on  the  ballot.. 

5  OLD  BUSINESS 

(a)  There  was  considerable  discussion  on  the  Name  Change  with  no  one  coming  to  an  agreement. 
The  Commission  voted  5-1  (Bentley.  Franklin.  Hobson,  Tchen.  and  Wilson  voting  yes, 
Eckman  voting  no  and  it  will  be  discussed  further  at  the  next  meeting.  Four  of  the  public 
were  in  favor  of  the  name  change. 

6  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Eric  Mills  spoke  about  ostrich  meat  eating,  plus  Pasadena,  CA  has  ban  rodeos  and  circuses,  whale 
hunting,  and  the  live  animal  markets  where  he  is  trying  to  get  all  concerned  together  to  get  the  Kuehl  Bill 
moving  forward. 

Dr.  George  complained  on  the  increase  of  license  fees  for  dogs  for  responsible  owners  who  do  license 
their  dogs.  Cats  should  be  licensed  also.  The  money  from  licensing  should  not  go  into  the  general  fund. 
The  SF/SPCA  supports  dog  licensing  increases  and  that  the  extra  money  will  not  go  to  the  general  fund. 
They  are  opposed  to  cat  licensing  at  this  time. 

Lisa  Victorie  of  SF  Dog  said  that  she  hoped  that  this  commission  would  respond  to  the  draft  dog  policy 
of  Rec  &  Park.  She  walks  several  hours  a  day  with  her  dogs  and  is  against  having  dogs  on  leashes.  She 
begged.  ACC  to  be  a  forerunner  and  to  be  an  advocate 

Wendy  McClure  of  SFDog  urged  the  commission  to  take  a  good  look  at  draft  dog  policy  as  it  will  affect 
thousands  of  dogs  in  this  city.  She  is  appalled  that  Rec  &  Park  did  not  include  this  commission  as  one  of 


the  stakeholders  as  we  should  have  got  the  policy  months  ago  and  as  public  comment  is  up  13  August, 

she  suggested  we  ask  for  an  extension. 

Francine  Polensky  echoed  Ms.  McClure  sentiments 

Florence  Sarrett  asked  how  many  commissioners  had  read  the  dog  policy,  only  2.  There  are  now  1 7 
parks  where  dogs  can  go  off  leash.  Several  parks  are  unusable  and  covered  with  foxtails.  The  new  draft 
policy  provides  1 8  or  20  but  in  order  for  a  neighborhood  park  to  receive  a  new  dog  pen,  first,  the 
community  must  apply  for  the  pen.  The  pens  will  be  fenced  and  in  some  cases  of  the  small  parks,  the 
pens  will  be  quite  small,  min.  8000  square  feet  (size  &  1/2  of  a  tennis  court)  and  they  do  limit  the  number 
of  dogs  to  20  at  one  time.  Many  dogs  crowded  in  a  pen  invites  dog  fights  so  no  dog  owners  would  apply 
and  non-dog  owners  certainly  wouldn't  like  to  see  their  park  defaced  with  a  tennis  court  surrounded  by  a 
cyclone  fence,  so  they  would  not  apply  either.  I  predict  that  that  will  leave  the  17  existing  ones  available 
She  suggests  that  this  commission  write  a  letter  to  Rec.  &  Park  to  delay  the  community  input  another  30 
days  asking  them  to  modify  their  restrictions 

Comm.  Friedman  responded  to  Dr.  George  that  the  dog  license  money  goes  into  the  Animal  Welfare 
Fund.  He  did  not  like  asking  the  Board  for  extra  money  for  license  as  it's  the  responsible  dog  owners 
that  pay.  For  the  last  8  years,  they  have  tried  to  take  over  the  dog  licensing  for  the  estimated  125,000 
dogs  in  the  city  and  county.  At  last  count  only  1 1,000  were  licensed.  If  a  dog  is  lost,  a  license  helps,  find 
the  owner.  If  a  dog  is  licensed,  people  know  that  it  has  had  its  rabies  shots.  Extra  money  will  help  them 
with  their  resources.  They  do  include  cats  and  other  animals.  Supervisor  Leno  wrote  some  new  dog 
legislation,  "why  are  only  1 1,000  dogs  licensed"  enforcement  is  one  issue  but  Comm.  Friedman  thinks  its 
more  education  and  more  people  would  get  their  dog  licensed  if  it  was  made  easier.  He  thanks  the 
SF/SPCA  for  helping  too,  not  mandatory  but  making  it  available  for  their  customers.  In  order  to  get 
resources,  he  wants  to  get  someone  in  the  parks,  not  for  giving  citations  for  having  a  dog  off  a  leash  but 
to  educate  them,  but  the  Board  has  not  given  it  top  priority  so  he  came  up  with  a  small  increase  in 
licenses  and  we  will  get  enough  revenue  to  get  community  outreach.  Eventually,  with  money  they  get, 
they  can  take  over  the  whole  administration  from  the  tax  collector's  office  and  if  he  can  get  a  75% 
compliance  rate,  watch  out  SPCA,  he's  going  to  do  some  fantastic  things.  Together  he  means. 
Elliot  Katz  spoke  about  a  show  at  the  Arts  Commission  where  they  threw  chickens  and  feces  into  the 
audience.  Comm.  Friedman  said  that  the  manager  told  him  that  they  were  rubber  chickens.  ACC  and 
Health  Dept.  are  looking  into  it. 

Comm.  Hobson  said  that  the  Chair  didn't  include  on  the  agenda,  a  time  for  calendar  items  where 
commissioners  can  suggest  that  something  we  request  be  put  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting.  He 
wants  us  to  do  a  follow  up  on  the  Rec  and  Park  and  also  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  that  they  adopt 
a  resolution  to  encourage  people  not  buy  any  cosmetics  tested  on  animals.  First,  it  was  decided  to  have  a 
special  meeting  about  the  draft  dog  policy,  then  it  was  decided  that  Comm  Franklin  and  Wilson  will  draft 
a  letter  to  the  Rec.  &  Park.

Robin  Buckley  urged  us  to  reject  the  draft  dog  policy  and  to  write  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  Rec  and  Park  and  asked  if  Hera  was  still  alive.  Comm  Friedman  said  that  they  were  going  back  to 
court  15th  August,  2001. 

Elliot  Katz  distributed  literature  on  guardian/ownership  and  stated  that  the  state  of  Rhode  Island 
had  passed  this  law. 

Robin  Buckley  calls  for  code  enforcement  to  cite  people  who  don't  pick  up  after  their  dogs,  and 
report  people  who  have  unruly  or  aggressive  dogs.  He  feels  personally  that  dogs  should  be  off  leash  in 
parks.  In  Alamo  Square  Park,  the  gardeners  divided  the  park  down  the  middle,  west  side  for  dogs  off 
leash,  east  side  for  dogs  on  leash.  The  dog  owner  group  are  policing  themselves  and  also  trying  to 
educate  people  who  are  at  fault. 
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Dr.  Cole,  a  trainer  for  many  years  with  SF  Dog  Training  Club,  did  a  canine  good  citizen  test  of 
dog  walkers  at  Dolores  Park.  The  dog  walkers  have  250  members  and  he  was  very  impressed  with 
them.  He  feels  that  children's  play  areas  should  be  fenced  in  as  sandboxes  don't  need  to  be  used  by  feral 
cats,  raccoons  etc.  There  is  no  parking  around  Dolores  Park  so  all  the  people  and  their  dogs  must  be 
neighborhood  people. 

Comm.  Wilson  spoke  also  of  going  to  Golden  Gate  Park  near  Spreckles  Lake  where  there  is 
harmony  there.  The  professional  dog  walkers  break  up  a  fight  before  it  gets  started.  She  said  boats  on 
Spreckles  Lake  go  out  at  certain  times,  so  why  can't  dogs  go  out  at  certain  times,  like  early  morning  and 
late  afternoon  and  children  during  mid-morning  till  late  afternoon. 

Elliot  Katz  also  mentioned  what  they  do  in  Marin  County  where  some  places  for  children  to  play 
are  fenced  in,  while  the  dogs  who  are  near  the  water  are  fenced  out.

1.        CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

(a)  Chair  Elissa  Eckman  convened  the  September  13,  2001  meeting  of  the 
Commission  of  Animal  Control  to  order  at  approximately  5.35  p.m.  at  City 
Hall,  Room  408,  San  Francisco,  California. 

Commissioners  in  attendance:  Chair  Elissa  Eckman,  Vice-Chair  Cheryl  Bentley, 
Secretary  June  Wilson,  Catherine  Tchen,  Frederick  Hobson,  Sherri  Franklin,  Carl 
Friedman,  Animal  Care  &  Control,  Sgt.  Bill  Herndon,  S.F.P.D.  Absent:  Jack  Breslin. 

The  meeting  was  convened  at  approximately  5.35  p.m.  Commission  Chair 
Eckman  presided  during  all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  All  8  Commissioners  (or  their  lawful 
designates)  holding  valid  appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section 
6  of  the  Commission's  "Rules  and  Regulations"  (50%  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was 
satisfied. 


2.       APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES: 


As  there  was  no  quorum  at  the  August  9,  2001  meeting  and  City  Attorney,  Rosa  Sanchez 

was  going  to  check  with  her  colleague's  about  excused  absences.  Comm.  Hobson  has  a 

note  from  his  doctor  concerning  his  absence  of  9th  August,  2001. 

There  was  a  review  of  notes  (Public  Comment)  taken  by  Comm.  Wilson. 

The  July  12,2001  minutes  were  unanimously  approved. 

Comm.  Eckman  stated  that  the  webmaster  wants  only  the  final  drafted  minutes  for 
posting  in  future.  City  Attorney,  Rosa  Sanchez  will  find  out  what  is  best  to  do  and 
inform  us  at  the  next  meeting. 

There  is  still  a  big  question  about  the  June  minutes  and  Comm.  Wilson  offered  to  let 
those  concerned  listen  to  the  tape. 


3.       CHAIR'S  STATEMENT 


(a)  The  Chair  wanted  to  thank  Animal  Care  &  Control  and  SF/SPCA  and  many 
volunteers  who  helped  a  little  dog,  Sara  Sue.  The  Chair  saved  the  dog  from 
drowning  and  now  she  is  at  the  Maddie  Centre.  She  also  thanked  Eric  Mills 
and  SF/SPCA  for  saving  some  live  fish  who  were  being  given  away  at  a 
children's  camp. 

(b)  Funding  of  $10,000  for  this  commission  is  underway  and  should  be  in  place 
soon,  and  the  chair  will  seek  to  find  a  transcriptionist. 


5.  OLD  BUSINESS 


The  vote  was  unanimous  to  go  to  5A  as  Comm.  Friedman,  and  Herndon  had  to  go  to 
another  meeting. 


(A)  Discussion  of  possible  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding 
amending  the  SF  Health  Code  to  add  the  definition  of  "Guardian",  and 
amending  Section  41.12  to  provide  for  duties  of  guardians.  City  Attorney 
Rosa  Sanchez  said  that  she  had  reviewed  previous  attorney's  file  where  he  had 
made  a  draft  a  while  back.  It  went  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  but  nothing 
was  done  about  it.  Elliot  Katz  handed  out  a  package  and  urged  to  send  a 
message  to  the  new  Board  of  Supervisors.  We  all  voted  to  support 
"Guardian"  and  Comm.  Franklin  and  Wilson  will  write  a  letter. 

(B)  Live  animals  sold  at  Farmer's  Markets  will  be  discussed  at  the  October 
meeting  as  one  speaker  who  has  knowledge  of  this  was  unable  to  attend  this 
meeting. 

6.  NEW  BUSINESS 

(A)  Motion  to  rescind  the  previous  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
change  the  name  of  the  Commission  from  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and 
Welfare  to  the  Commission  of  Animal  Welfare  of  the  City  and  County  of  S.F. 
Comm.  Hobson  stated  that  this  has  been  a  long  ongoing  issue  and  that  they  had 
approved  it  back  in  July  of  last  year  with  a  5  to  0  vote.  Elliot  Katz  and  Eric  Mills 
support  the  name  change.  Comm.  Bentley  stated  that  remarks  in  public  comment  had 
been  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  the  name  change.  She  recalled  only  Comm  Wilson 
and  Dr.  Cole  speaking  against  the  name  change  in  all  the  times  the  matter  had  been 
heard  before  the  Commission.  All  other  speakers  had  supported  the  name  change. 
Comm.  Friedman  stated  that  he  was  for  the  name  change  as  he  thought  that  was  the 
mood  of  the  commission  and  also,  if  there  was  a  big  animal  issue  on  the  news,  the 
general  public  would  get  mixed  up  with  his  Department  and  the  Commission.  A  vote 
was  taken,  3  voted  no,  Bentley,  Hobson  and  Tchen  and  3  voted  yes,  Wilson,  Franklin 
andEckman.  The  vote  to  rescind  failed.  The  prior  recommendation  stands. 

(B)  A  veterinarian  was  at  the  meeting  to  observe  and  intends  to  apply  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

(C)  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park's  Department  City- Wide  Dog  Policy  Draft  was 
discussed.  Comm.  Franklin  and  Wilson  have  sent  letters  to  Rec  and  Park  etc.  in 
support  of  shared  use  in  parks  and  have  had  no  replies.  The  vote  was  unanimous  that 
it  was  an  emergency  to  make  this  a  discussion/action  item. 

Laura  Cavaluzzo  of  SF  Dog  Owners  Group  spoke  at  length  and  said  that  shared  use 
was  their  main  goal  and  public  education  next  goal  and  they  have  put  out  a  Pet  Policy 
package  of  their  own.  Comm.  Bentley  would  like  SF  Dogs  to  add  more  about  the 
language  of  dogs  so  that  people  know  how  to  protect  themselves.  Comm.  Hobson 
would  like  SF  Dogs  to  include  pet  birds  in  their  policy. 

Elliot  Katz  stated  that  the  owner/guardian  had  been  around  for  about  3  years  and  was 
disappointed  SF  Dogs  hadn't  included  that  name  in  their  group.  He  had  not  read  the 
Pet  Policy  and  has  many  reservations  about  it,  but  thought  dogs,  people  and  children 
should  be  separated  because  where  the  dogs  play,  often  round  worms  stay  in  the 
grass. 

Dr.  Ron  Cole  stated  that  he  disagreed  to  the  last  speaker's  statement  of 
owner/guardian  and  he  thought  that  either  word  should  help  show  respect  for  animals. 
In  Dolores  Park  since  the  dogs  have  been  going  to  the  park,  people  don't  see  hardly 
anymore,  drug  dealing  and  homeless.  Rec  and  Park  recommends  a  hard  surface  for 
easy  cleanup  but  Dr.  Cole  says  that  that  is  dangerous  for  big  dogs. 
Lisa  Victorie  stated  that  she  likes  her  dog  off  leash.  Parks  with  dogs  are  recreational, 
social  and  mental  health  benefit. 

Steve  Cockrel  stated  he  thinks  an  alternative  would  be  better.  San  Francisco's  2500 
acres  of  parks,  Rec  and  Park  is  only  recommending  18  dog  play  areas  totaling  as  little 
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as  4  acres  an  allocation  of  8000  feet,  per  DP  A.  By  comparison,  Rec.  and  Park 
maintains  157  tennis  courts,  that's  141  DPA's,  95  basketball  courts,  82  baseball  fields 
which  would  be  the  equivalent  of  656  dog  play  areas,  30  soccer  fields,  145  children's 
play  areas,  and  6  golf  courses  totaling  555  acres,  the  equivalent  of  3000  dog  play 
areas,  8  acres  of  shotgun  ranges  would  be  the  equivalent  of  4000  dog  play  areas. 
Robin  Buckley  said  that  he  works  in  the  Health  Dept,  in  the  communicable  disease 
dept  for  past  10  years.  From  a  previous  speaker's  comments,  he  has  yet  to  hear  of  any 
child  getting  round  worms  from  feces. 

Comm.  Bentley  said  that  we  have  120,000  dogs  in  SF  and  with  6  golf  courses,  she 
questioned,  how  many  golfers  do  we  have. 

Comm.  Tchen  was  concerned  that  the  general  public  doesn't  realize  how  much  the 
dog  people  clean  up,  not  only  after  their  dogs,  but  also  pick  up  needles  etc. 
Comm.  Hobson  and  Franklin  will  write  a  letter  of  support  to  Rec.  and  Park.  It  was  a 
unanimous  vote. 

(D)  A  unanimous  vote  was  taken  that  the  agenda  for  each  meeting  of  the  commission  be 
reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney  to  determine  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  and 
Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  written  wishes  of  the  maker  of  the  motion,  prior  to  the 
agenda  being  published  and  officially  noticed  to  the  public. 

Dr.  Cole  expressed  concern  regarding  the  importance  of  complying  with  the  72  hour 
agenda  notice.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  72  hour  requirement  has  been  met  with  only 
one  exception  which  was  due  to  a  computer  problem.  Comm.  Hobson  said  that  the 
items  for  the  agenda  must  be  in  to  the  Chair,  8  days  beforehand. 

(C)  STATUS  AND  TRACKING  OF  COMMISSION  LETTERS 

1)  .  Live  Animal  Market  (Kuehl  Bill).  Still  in  city  attorney's  office 

2)  .  Removal  of  trees.  Still  no  word 

3)  .  Elimination  of  fares  for  animals  travelling  on  MUNI.  No  news  yet. 

4)  .  UCSF  lack  of  cooperation  about  animal  testing.  Nothing  has  happened  yet.

4.       COMMISSIONER'S  REPORTS 

a.  Crime  stoppers  posters 

Comm.  Franklin  stated  that  the  posters  should  be  ready  any  day  now  and  that 
KCBS  interviewed  her  by  phone  on  a  very  positive  note. 

b.  Fur  Ban 

Comm.  Franklin  said  that  the  city  attorney  has  the  first  draft  and  will  go  on  the 
March  ballot  if  everything  goes  according  to  plan.  They  have  3  supervisors  and 
need  a  4th.  Many  supervisors  wanted  to  see  the  draft  before  they  endorsed  it. 

c.  Review  of  API  draft  pamphlet 

The  veterinarian  has  left  API  but  will  be  in  touch  with  us. 

d.  Letter  thanking  the  finance  Comrnittee  and  Supervisor  Peskin  for  funding 
Chair  Eckman  will  write  a  thank  you  letter 

e.  Regarding  dog  license  fee  increase. 
No  news  yet. 

Comm  Hobson  commented  on  AB161  and  that  it  was  now  on  the  Governer's 
desk.  Also  he  has  letters  from  the  Rent  Board,  SF  Health  Plan  and  Drug  Abuse 
Advisory  Board,  all  attesting  to  his  good  attendance  and  good  work. 

7.  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Elliot  Katz  echoed  the  sentiments  of  Comm  Tchen  and  Bentley  and  complimented  us 
on  a  nice  meeting. 
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Eric  Mills  gave  a  report  on  roto  ducks,  he  went  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission. 
There  were  about  350  angry  fishermen  there  complaining  about  commercial  and 
recreational  fishing  being  closed  down.  The  wardens  in  the  East  Bay  cannot  go  out  to 
check  on  the  live  animal  markets  because  they  are  so  understaffed.  Then  the 
Commissioners  voted  3  to  0  to  allow  these  roto  ducks  decoys.  There  is  great 
opposition  from  the  hunters  themselves. 

Lisa  Victorie  said  that  she  worked  for  GGNRA  for  many  years  and  this  dog  business 
has  been  brewing  for  5  to  7  years. 

Christine  Garcia  thought  it  was  a  good  idea  to  have  a  lot  of  diversity  and  she  was 

concerned  about  keeping  the  horses  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 
Steve  Cockrel  said  that  SF  golf  courses  are  played  on  an  average  of  750  people  per  day 
year  round.  In  SF,  an  1 8  hole  golf  course  averages  about  200  people  per  day,  and  is 
about  150  acres  of  space  and  that's  about  3/4  of  an  acre  per  person,  also  from  RPD,  half 
of  those  people  are  non-residents  of  SF,  so  that  means  each  of  our  SF  golfers  gets  about 
an  acre  and  a  half  to  use  per  day.  By  comparison,  the  suggested  dog  play  areas  have 
8000  square  feet  with  a  recommended  capacity  of  20  dogs  and  their  guardians  approx.  the 
size  of  a  tennis  court.  Sharp  Park  golf  course  in  Pacifica  own  a  1/2  mile  of  beach  which 
is  SF  owned.  They  have  recommended  this  beach  for  off-leash  use.  Recently  the  city  of 
Pacifica  has  been  giving  out  $136  tickets  to  dogs  off-leash.  We  also  have  80  acres  of 
archery  range  in  Pacifica 

8.  CALENDAR  ITEM 

Comm.  Hobson  would  like  to  calendar  a  discussion  of  animal  testing  of  cosmetics  to 
include  Proctor  and  Gamble. 

Comm.  Franklin  wants  to  find  out  what  is  happening  at  the  stables  in  Golden  Gate  Park 

Chair  Eckman  wants  to  look  into  distress  call  requirements  at  ACC 

Comm.  Bentley  wants  public  comment  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  meeting. 

9.  ADJOURNMENT 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7.50p.m.,  motion  by  Comm.  Franklin,  seconded  by  Comm. 
Bentley.

Commissioners  in  Attendance:  Chair  Elissa  Eckman,  Vice-Chair  Cheryl  Bentley, 
Secretary  June  Wilson,  Catherine  Tchen,  Frederick  Hobson,  Sherri  Franklin,  Carl 
Friedman,  Animal  Care  &  Control,  Sgt.  Bill  Herndon,  SFPD,  Jack  Breslin. 

The  meeting  was  convened  at  5:35  p.m.  and  Commission  Chair  Eckman  presided  during 
all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  All  8  Commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates)  holding  valid 
appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the  Commission's 
Rules  &  Regulations  (50  percent  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied. 

APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  FROM  THE  SEPTEMBER  13,  2001  MEETING 

Various  corrections  to  the  September  13th,  2001  minutes  were  presented  by  the 
commissioners  and  were  agreed  to. 

Com.  Hobson  moved,  seconded  by  Com.  Bentley,  that  the  Commission  add  the  following 
sentence  to  Item  6A,  "The  motion  to  rescind  failed,  the  prior  recommendation  stands." 
The  motion  passed  with  four  voting  yes,  (Bentley,  Tchen,  Franklin  and  Hobson)  and  two 
voting  no,  (Eckman  and'Wilson.) 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comment,  and  Dr.  Cole  indicated  corrections  to 
the  minutes. 


The  September  13,  2001  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  amended. 

City  Attorney  Sanchez  recommended  that  the  Commission  handle  the  posting  of  the 
minutes  on  the  website  as  follows: 


That  the  Commission  contact  the  webmaster  only  once  per  month;  It  will  be  done  with  a 
draft  of  those  month's  minutes  plus  the  corrected  amended  minutes  of  the  prior  month. 
The  webmaster  will  then  be  given  those  two  sets  of  minutes.  The  webmaster  will  post  the 
draft,  take  down  the  draft  from  the  last  month  and  repost  the  now  amended  and  approved 
minutes.  The  amended  and  approved  minutes  will  reflect  at  the  top  that  they  are 
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"Amended  and  Approved  by  the  Commission." 
3.        CHAIRPERSON'S  REPORT  AND  OPENING  REMARKS 

A.  Support  Office  Services  Transcription  Service  will  prepare  Commission  minutes 
beginning  with  the  October  meeting. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Commission  now  has  a  transcription  service  to  do  the 
minutes.  Com.  Hobson  requested  the  item  be  calendared  for  Commission  approval 
at  the  next  meeting. 

B.  Commission  needs  to  set  up  a  procedure  with  a  copy  shop  and  set  up  a  budget. 
This  item  to  be  included  in  next  month's  discussion  of  Item  A. 

C.  City  Attorney  advises  that  compliance  with  Sunshine  Ordinance  requires 
Commissioners  to  provide  the  Chair  with  written  subject  matter  concerning 
"Committee  Reports/Commissioner  Reports"  for  placement  on  the  Agenda. 

The  Chair  stated  that  formerly  the  Commission  had  been  able  to  talk 
extemporaneously  about  certain  subjects,  but  was  advised  that  that  violates  the 
Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine  Ordinance,  so  now  everything  that  the  Commission 
speaks  about  has  to  be  noticed  so  that  the  Commission  is  in  compliance  with  the 
Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

City  Attorney  Rosa  Sanchez  advised  that  she  had  passed  out  a  clarifying  memo  to 
all  commissioners  regarding  this  item.  She  stated  that  if  the  Commission  is  to 
follow  the  Sunshine  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  then  the  Commission  will  need  to 
provide  an  explanation  for  every  item,  however  it's  up  to  the  Commission  to 
continue  doing  that  or  not. 

Com.  Hobson  stated  he  has  asked  for  further  clarification  from  the  City  Attorney's 
Office.  He  stated  that  the  original  motion  that  was  previously  passed  by  the 
Commission  during  Mr.  Schulke's  Chair  was  that  there  would  be  a  time  set  aside 
for  commissioner's  comments,  and  stated  that  that  motion  met  the  qualifications  of 
the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  further  stressed  that  when  the  motion  was  passed,  it 
was  for  "Commissioner's  Comments,"  rather  than  "Commissioner's  Reports,"  and 
suggested  the  Commission  return  to  the  usage  of  that  language. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Commission  needed  more  information  and  advice  on 
what  the  correct  procedure  would  be,  and  whether  something  formal  is  required  of 
the  Commission,  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Brown  and  Sunshine. 

Com.  Hobson  moved,  seconded  by  Com.  Bentley,  and  it  was  unanimously  voted 
that  the  item  be  added  to  next  month's  agenda. 

D.  Status  and  tracking  of  letter  of  recommendations  approved  by  the  Commission  to 
be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  [discussion  item] 
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Live  Animal  Market  [Kuehl  Bill  Compliance] 
No  update  provided  to  the  Commission. 

Removal  of  Trees 

Com.  Hobson  stated  there  was  no  progress  or  news  to  report,  but  hoped  he  would 
have  it  brought  up  at  the  Board  in  January  or  February. 

Recommendation  to  Board  requesting  elimination  of  fares  for  animals  travelling  on 
MUNI 

Com.  Hobson  stated  that  the  item  had  not  been  agendized  at  the  Muni 
Transportation  Agency  Board  due  to  their  full  calendar.  He  further  stated  that  he 
and  Com.  Bentley  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mayor's 
Disability  Council  and  received  a  mixed  reception,  but  did  feel  that  the  majority  of 
the  members  were  in  support.  He  stated  his  hope  that  the  Disability  Council  would 
take  action  in  approving  and  moving  it  forward  to  the  MTA  Board  for  action. 

Letter  sent  to  Board  re  UCSF  lack  of  cooperation  with  City's  resolution 

concerning  animal  testing. 

No  update  provided  to  the  Commission. 

Letter  sent  to  Board  regarding  dog  license  fee  increase. 

Com.  Friedman  stated  there  was  no  new  news  to  report,  but  indicated  that  there 
was  a  piece  of  legislation  that  has  been  written  and  sent  to  the  Board,  (Animal 
License  Outreach),  and  indicated  it's  up  to  Supervisor  Leno  when  it  will  be 
calendared.  He  further  stated  that  he  talked  about  the  fee  increase,  which  the 
Board  supported  unanimously,  but  it  was  decided  that  this  was  not  a  good  time  to 
put  in  for  a  fee  increase.  He  further  hoped  that  both  pieces  of  legislation  will  be 
heard  before  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Letters  to  Board  of  Supervisor  recommending  amending  Section  14. 12  of  the  SF 
Health  Code  to  provide  for  duties  of  "guardians." 

Commissioners  Wilson  and  Franklin  stated  that  Chin  Chi  had  already  written  a 
letter  in  May  to  all  the  new  supervisors,  therefore  no  new  letter  has  been  written. 
Com.  Hobson  stated  that  since  it  was  on  the  agenda  and  the  Commission  had 
voted  again  to  send  the  recommendation  forward,  that  a  new  letter  could  be  sent, 
attaching  a  copy  of  Chin  Chi's  letter  as  well.  Several  commissioners  indicated  that 
there  were  other  letters  that  could  be  included  as  well.  The  Chair  stated  the  issue 
would  be  revisited  next  month. 

Status  of  letter  thanking  the  finance  committee  and  Supervisor  Peskin  for 

assistance  with  Commission  Funding. 

The  Chair  prepared  the  letter  and  passed  out  a  copy. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment  on  the  above  items;  hearing 
none,  returned  the  meeting  to  the  Commission.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS/COMMISSIONER* S  REPORTS  [DISCUSSION  ITEM] 


a.  Progress  of  Crime  Stoppers  Posters  [anti-dog  righting] 

Com.  Herndon  stated  he  had  received  the  final  draft  of  the  posters  and  it 
looked  good,  but  that  he  still  had  to  meet  with  the  Crime  Stopper  Board  as 
they  have  to  give  the  final  approval.  Once  the  poster  is  approved  by  the 
Board,  he  will  provide  the  Commission  with  a  copy. 

b.  Progress  on  Fur  Ban  Legislation 

Com.  Franklin  reported  they  are  nearing  the  final  draft  of  the  ordinance, 
but  are  waiting  on  that  and  the  City  Attorney. 

c.  Update  on  API  draft  pamphlet  regarding  declawing  fact  sheet. 

The  chair  reported  that  Jean  Hofve,  the  vet  that  was  working  with  the 
Commission  had  left  API,  but  the  executive  director  indicated  that  they  are 
working  on  completing  the  declawing  fact  sheet,  and  he  would  be  happy  to 
discuss  the  printing  and  distribution. 

The  chair  indicated  that  any  Commissioner  Reports  that  aren't  calendared  have  been  put 
over  to  the  next  meeting,  as  the  item  has  been  agendized  to  discuss  Commissioner 
comments. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment,  but  hearing  none,  returned  the  meeting 
to  the  Commission. 

Com.  Hobson  asked  to  be  excused  from  the  rest  of  the  meeting,  and  he  went  on  the  record 
to  say  that  he  was  in  favor  of  all  the  remaining  items  on  the  agenda,  and  that  he  supports 
action  on  all  of  them. 

5.        OLD  BUSINESS 

[A]  Discussion  concerning  the  current  conditions  under  which  live  animals  are  sold  at 
Farmer's  Markets  in  the  City.  [Discussion/Action  item] 

The  Chair  stated  that  this  is  an  important  issue  for  the  Commission  to  look  at  because  live 
chickens,  game  birds  and  ducks  are  being  sold,  and  is  looking  into  what  type  of 
enforcement  there  is  surrounding  the  keeping  of  these  birds,  and  in  making  sure  that  they 
are  kept  humanly. 

Th  Chair  has  asked  Patricia  Briggs  to  speak  and  update  the  Commission  on  this  matter. 

The  Chair  moved,  seconded  by  Com.  Franklin,  this  item  for  discussion. 

Com.  Tchen  stated  that  this  Commission  had  already  voted  on  a  total  ban  on  the  sale  of 
live  animals  in  SF  several  years  ago  and  that  included  the  farmer's  markets,  and  that  it  had 
gone  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  no  action  was  taken.  She  gave  a  history  of  the  past 
arguments  and  controversy  surrounding  this  issue,  and  further  stated  that  the  Commission 
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heard  testimony  for  three  years  before  the  Commission  came  to  the  decision  to 
recommend  the  ban  on  the  sale  of  live  animals,  but  stated  that  there  was  no  enforceable 
code.  She  suggested  that  the  recommendation  could  be  to  demand  that  the  previous 
position  of  the  Commission  be  put  to  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  any 
opportunity  to  discuss  animal  suffering  and  bring  it  in  the  light  of  the  public  is  worthwhile. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comment. 

Patricia  Briggs  addressed  the  Commission  at  length  and  expressed  gratitude  to  the 
Commission  for  help  on  the  live-food  issue.  She  focused  her  discussion  on  the  sale  of  live 
animals  at  farmer's  markets,  and  was  encouraged  to  note  that  the  San  Jose  City  Council 
had  decided  to  prohibit  animals  being  sold,  primarily  as  pets,  from  flea  markets. 

She  stated  that  several  vendors  are  selling  live  chickens  and  birds  at  the  farmer's  markets 
in  SF  and  that  the  transportation  and  housing  of  these  birds  are  big  factors,  that  the  birds 
are  suffering  from  the  heat  and  overcrowding  in  small  bent-wire  cages.  She  also  stated 
that  a  private  vehicle  is  selling  chickens  and  ducks  across  from  the  Alemany  Farmer's 
Market,  and  that  festivals  and  fairs  often  sell  live  animals. 

She  suggested  prohibiting  the  farmer's  markets,  flea  markets,  fairs  and  festivals  in  San 
Francisco  from  selling  live  animals,  whether  it  be  for  pet  or  food. 

Com.  Wilson  stated  that  she  went  to  all  three  farmer's  markets,  but  hadn't  seen  these 
vendors.  Ms.  Briggs  advised  that  these  vendors  arrive  early  and  usually  sell  the  birds  first 
thing  in  the  morning. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals  in  Oakland,  addressed  the  Commission  and  stated  that 
another  concern  is  the  various  religious  organizations  that  use  these  birds  for  their 
ceremonies 

The  Chair  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  the  meeting  back  to  the 
Commission,  and  further  lengthy  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  various  arguments  that 
could  and  had  been  presented  regarding  this  issue,  culinary  and  religious  practices,  etc. 
and  that  so  far  there's  nothing  to  stop  people  from  killing  an  animal  at  home,  and  that 
enforcement  is  a  problem. 

The  Chair  stated  that  rules  had  been  set  up  by  Com.  Friedman  in  the  Health  Code 
specifically  developed  for  the  farmer's  markets  and  what  the  conditions  of  those  animals  is 
supposed  to  be,  and  she  will  attempt  to  get  a  copy.  The  item  was  continued  to  the  next 
meeting  as  a  discussion  or  possible  action  item. 

6.       NEW  BUSINESS 

A.       Maintenance  of  the  horse  stables  located  in  Golden  Gate  park. 

Com.  Wilson  moved,  seconded  by  the  Chair,  this  item  for  discussion  and  the 
meeting  was  opened  to  public  comment. 
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Marianne  Duggal  addressed  the  Commission  regarding  the  stables  at  Golden  Gate 
Park.  She  stated  that  the  enormous  task  of  placing  approximately  40  horses  had 
been  accomplished.  She  indicated  the  present  status  is  that  five  borders  are  not 
moving  and  have  filed  a  lawsuit  against  the  City.  She  said  a  major  concern  is  that 
if  they  leave  the  park,  they  won't  reopen  it  as  a  stable. 

She  felt  some  sort  of  an  interim  management  might  be  called  for,  since  the  former 
management  is  now  gone.  She  stated  that  Park  &  Rec  says  in  two  years  we'll  have 
another  stable,  however,  if  it's  two  or  three  years  down  the  road,  she  didn't  think  it 
would  be  guaranteed. 

Com.  Wilson  stated  that  the  Board  of  Sups  is  going  to  set  up  a  taskforce  on  the 
issue.  The  Chair  inquired  what  the  Commission  could  do  to  help  and  Ms.  Duggal 
stated,  to  recommend  keeping  the  stable  there  and  recommend  that  they  offer  the 
same  kinds  of  programs  that  will  serve  the  City,  and  that  the  Commission  watch 
very  carefully  the  care  of  the  horses. 

Com.  Wilson  inquired  about  the  cats  at  the  stable,  and  Ms.  Duggal  stated  that 
there  are  about  four  or  five  barn  cats  that  the  borders  have  helped  feed,  but  that  if 
the  stable  closes,  they  would  have  to  be  provided  for.  Eric  Mills  stating  that  he 
believed  that  Mayor  Brown  was  very  much  in  favor  of  keeping  the  stables  in  the 
park. 

The  Chair  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  the  item  as  a  discussion  item  for  next 
month  and  to  discuss  writing  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  the  Board,  with  a  copy 
to  the  Mayor,  to  ask  to  keep  the  stables  open. 

B.       Discussion  concerning  the  amount  of  discretion  Animal  Care  and  Control  Officers 
are  allowed  in  responding  to  animal  distress  calls  from  the  Public.  [Discussion 
item.] 

The  chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment,  hearing  none,  the  meeting  was 
returned  to  the  Commission. 

Com.  Franklin  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  and  unanimously  voted  to  continue 
the  matter  to  the  next  meeting. 

PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Dr.  Cole  further  clarified  his  position  concerning  the  72-hour  agenda  notice,  that  it 
was  the  previous  commission  and  not  the  current  Commission  that  had  violated 
this  notice  requirement. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  recently  asked  the  Fish  &  Game  Commission  to  put 
the  proposed  frog  and  turtle  ban  back  on  the  agenda,  and  he  received  a  letter  back 
stating  they  wouldn't.  He  then  discussed  rodeo  cruelty.  He  also  stated  that  a  store 
in  SF  was  selling  Baby  Red-Eared  Slider  turtles,  and  that  they  had  been  taken  to

Animal  Control,  and  that  a  humane  officer  had  been  sent  to  search  the  store.

CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL 


(a)      Chair  Elissa  Eckman  convened  the  November  8,  2001  meeting  of  the  Commission 
of  Animal  Control  to  order  at  approximately  5:32  p.m,  at  City  Hall,  Room  408, 
San  Francisco,  California. 

Commissioners  in  Attendance:  Chair  Elissa  Eckman,  Vice-Chair  Cheryl  Bentley, 
Secretary  June  Wilson,  Catherine  Tchen,  Frederick  Hobson,  Sherri  Franklin,  Carl 
Friedman,  Animal  Care  &  Control,  Sgt.  Bill  Herndon,  SFPD,  Jack  Breslin.  City  Attorney 
Rosa  Sanchez  was  in  attendance. 


Corns.  Breslin,  Friedman  and  Herndon  left  the  meeting  at  7:05  p.m. 

The  meeting  was  convened  at  5:32  p.m.  and  Commission  Chair  Eckman  presided  during 
all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  All  eight  Commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates)  holding 
valid  appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the 
Commission's  Rules  &  Regulations  (50  percent  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied. 

The  Chair  requested,  without  objection,  to  move  from  the  Call  to  Order  to  Item  4A  of  the 
Committee  reports  and  Old  Business  Item|  5A  and  jjfel,  to  accommodate  the  ex  officio 
members  who  had  to  leave  early,  but  had  specific  input  on  these  items. 


ITEM  HEARD  OUT  OF  ORDER: 


4.       COMMITTEE  REPORTS/COMMISSIONER'S  REPORTS  [Discussion  Item] 

a.        Progress  of  Crime  Stoppers  Posters  [anti-dog  fighting] 

Com.  Herndon  was  pleased  to  pass  out  the  completed  posters  for  the  Commission,  and 
indicated  that  because  Crime  Stoppers  didn't  meet  last  month,  he  would  be  presenting  the 
posters  this  month.  He  stated  that  the  media  company  had  agreed  to  a  reduced  price  of 
approx.  $65  a  site  to  display  ten  posters,  and  that  placement  of  the  posters  will  be  what 
ever  is  available,  with  Com.  Friedman  explaining  that  you  can't  designate  the  spots  you 
want  them  in  due  to  heavy  competition  for  the  spots. 

Com.  Franklin  offered  to  send  out  friends  and  herself  to  approach  store  owners,  etc.  for 
permission  to  hang  the  posters  and  increase  exposure,  and  Com.  Herndon  stated  he  would 
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have  more  posters  reproduced.  Com.  Friedman  suggested  targeting  problem  areas. 

The  chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment,  hearing  none,  the  meeting  was  returned 
to  the  Commission. 

ITEM  HEARD  OUT  OF  ORDER. 

5.        OLD  BUSINESS 

[A]  Discussion  and  possible  action  on  the  Commission's  future  recommendations  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  concerning  live  animals  sold  at  Farmer's  Markets  in  the 
City  (for  example,  game  birds,  chickens  and  ducks).  [Chairperson  Eckman  and 
Com.  Wilson]  [Discussion/Action  Item] 

A  very  lengthy  discussion  ensued  with  some  highlights  as  follows: 

Com.  Friedman  stated  his  Department  received  a  complaint  regarding  the  Farmer's  Market 
on  Alemany,  that  a  vendor  comes  out  Saturdays  and  sells  live  chickens  from  his  truck  and 
puts  the  live  bird  in  plastic  bags,  ties  the  bags,  and  the  animal  suffocates.  He  indicated  that 
an  ACC  officer  and  SFPD  Officer  (Denney)  had  been  sent  out,  and  that  in  his  inspection, 
the  animals  were  put  in  paper  bags,  not  tied  up  in  plastic  bags. 

He  also  indicated  that  in  last  month's  Commission  meeting  there  was  discussion  regarding 
legislation  that  was  believed  to  have  been  in  the  CCSF  Health  Code  concerning  this  issue, 
but  indicated  that  there  was  not,  that  it  was  not  codified  in  the  SF  Health  Code.  He 
explained  that  he  and  Com.  Breslin  and  their  respective  departments  had  come  up  with 
basically  a  permit  for  Heart  of  the  City  Farmer's  Market,  that  in  order  for  a  vendor  to  sell 
live  birds,  they  would  have  to  adhere  to  certain  conditions,  but  that  it  was  just  an 
addendum  to  their  permit  to  be  able  to  have  and  operate  the  market. 

He  indicated  the  enforcement  of  the  guidelines  had  been:  Initially  any  citizen  that  had  a 
complaint  would  go  to  the  market  manager  and  the  manager  would  talk  to  the  vendor.  If 
that  didn't  solve  the  problem,  then  his  officers  with  a  health  inspector  would  go  down 
there. 

He  indicated  that  further  monitoring  of  the  conditions  at  Alemany  Farmer's  Market  will 
continue. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment: 

Officer  Denney  indicated  he  had  accompanied  the  ACC  officer,  who  conducted  the 
investigation,  to  the  Alemany  Farmer's  Market  about  midafternoon,  and  that  live  ducks 
and  chickens  were  being  sold,  that  there  was  a  van  "stuffed  to  the  gills  with  live  chickens" 
in  plastic  crates,  but  that  he  hadn't  seen  any  evidence  of  live  birds  being  tied  in  plastic 
bags. 
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Com.  Breslin  stated  that  once  a  month,  around  noontime,  he  walks  through  the  Heart  of 
the  City  Market  to  see  if  the  operation  is  taking  place,  and  indicated  that  about  half  the 
time  it  is,  and  that  he  is  observing  mostly  for  sanitation  and  overcrowding,  and  that  it 
hasn't  been  as  problematic  as  it  had  in  the  past.  He  had  seen  one  person  buy  a  chicken,  but 
they  took  it  away  in  a  brown  paper  bag. 

Com.  Tchen  stated  that  the  only  way  to  have  a  real  evaluation/inspection  of  this  vendor  is 
to  arrive  early  in  the  morning  when  the  vehicle  first  arrives,  so  that  conditions  can  be 
observed  when  the  vendor  first  arrives  with  a  full  load. 

Com.  Bentley  asked  about  space  requirements  for  the  birds,  and  stated  that  an  avian  vet 
had  advised  her  that  the  minimum  space  requirement  should  at  least  allow  a  bird  to  spread 
its  wings,  and  that  she  has  seen  violations  of  this. 

Com.  Friedman  indicated  that  there  are  no  strict  rules  or  guidelines,  but  that  in  the 
guidelines  developed  for  Heart  of  the  City,  he  believed  they  required  12  square-inches  for 
every  pound  of  bird,  but  stated  that  it  was  not  a  law,  but  rather  a  guideline.  He  further 
stated  that  enforcement  is  a  problem  because  there  are  no  clear  guidelines,  but  that 
sanitation  is  an  issue  that  can  be  dealt  with.  Corns.  Friedman  and  Herndon  both  discussed 
the  problems  with  enforcement. 

Com.  Tchen  stated  these  were  the  problems  facing  the  Commission  several  years  ago  and 
that  was  why  a  total  ban  was  recommended,  and  suggested  the  Commission  consider 
asking  the  Board  of  Sups  to  take  action  on  the  Commission's  previous  recommendation, 
and  that  enforcement  would  be  easier  with  a  total  ban. 

The  Chair  inquired  about  the  permitting  requirements  for  these  vendors,  and  whether  there 
are  regulations  that  govern  a  vendors  who  sells  in  San  Francisco. 

Com.  Breslin  stated  that  the  location  of  the  breeding  site  has  to  be  under  permit  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health  Services,  and  that  the  State  is  responsible  for  all  wholesale 
food  operations  in  California;  and  that  the  Farmer's  Market  itself  is  under  permit  to  the 
Health  Department,  but  not  the  individual  vendors. 

Com.  Tchen  inquired  as  to  which  organization  supervises  the  rules  for  transportation. 

Com.  Breslin  indicated  virtually  nobody,  that  the  trucks  themselves  fall  between  the 
cracks,  and  that  the  State  Health  Department  has  been  wrestling  with  this  problem  for 
years. 

Com.  Friedman  suggested  he  would  try  and  find  out  who  holds  the  permit  for  the  Alemany 
Farmer's  Market  and  see  if  they  would  sign  on  for  the  same  guidelines  created  for  Heart  of 
City,  and  also  ask  the  market  manager  to  check  on  these  vendors  and  make  sure  that  they 
live  within  the  guidelines. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  addressed  the  Commission,  and  stated  that  a  lot  of  these 
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birds  are  being  used  for  religious  sacrifices.  He  further  stated  that  federal  laws  require 
that  animals  be  rendered  unconscious  before  they're  slaughtered,  but  that  these  birds  have 
no  protection  whatsoever,  and  urged  the  Commission  to  ask  for  a  complete  ban  on  the 
sale  of  live  animals  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  the  meeting  to  the  Commission 
and  further  lengthy  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  various  approaches  the  Commission 
could  take  regarding  this  issue,  with  discussion  centering  around  the  more  controversial 
"big  picture,"  of  a  total  ban  of  the  sale  of  live  animals  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  less 
controversial  "smaller- stepped  approach,"  of  banning  sales  only  at  Farmer's  Markets  and 
on  city-owned  property. 

Com.  Friedman  suggested  the  Commission  might  want  to  start  in  smaller  steps  by  banning 
the  sale  of  live  animals  for  food  at  Farmer's  Markets,  and  felt  that  might  be  less  politically 
controversial  than  a  total  ban,  even  though  that  may  be  what  the  Commission  wants.  He 
further  stated  that  if  the  Commission  was  looking  to  make  headlines,  a  total  ban  was  the 
way  to  go,  but  if  the  Commission  is  looking  to  make  some  small  important  changes,  to 
consider  biting  off  a  little  bit  at  a  time. 

The  Chair  indicated  the  Commission  would  probably  receive  flack  either  way,  and 
mentioned  the  possibility  that  people  might  simply  start  patronizing  the  more  established 
markets  in  SF,  rather  than  the  Farmer's  Markets. 

Com.  Friedman  suggested  a  possible  argument  could  be:  That  markets  that  sell  the  birds 
at  a  fixed  location  have  premises  that  are  inspected  by  the  Health  Department,  but  vendors 
who  sell  at  Farmer's  Markets  are  unregulated  operations,  that  anyone  can  pick  up  a  load  of 
birds  and  sell  them.  He  further  suggested  contacting  the  property  owners  who  lease  this 
space  out  to  the  markets  and  ask  the  property  owners  to  prohibit  the  sales  of  live  animals, 
that  that  might  be  more  effective  than  trying  to  get  an  ordinance. 

After  further  Commission  discussion,  Com.  Hobson  moved,  (seconded  by  Franklin), 
"Renewing  our  call  for  a  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  live  animals  for  food  consumption  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 

Further  lengthy  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  exact  wording,  etc.  to  use,  and  the  Chair 
suggested  doing  a  draft  letter,  reviewing  it,  and  then  have  the  City  Attorney  review  it  for 
language  content.  Com.  Wilson  suggested  videotaping  the  vendor  and  bringing  the  video 
to  the  Board. 

Com.  Friedman  urged  wording  it  carefully,  because  some  animals  have  to  be  fed  live  mice 
and  rats,  and  that  the  zoo  may  have  requirements  as  well.  Com.  Hobson  amended  the 
motion  to  "...for  human  consumption..." 

Several  commissioners  indicated  support  for  the  idea  of  the  smaller-stepped  approach  of  a 
ban  on  sales  at  Farmer's  Markets  or  city-owned  property,  and  several  commissioners 
supported  the  "big  picture"  approach  of  a  total  ban. 
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Com.  Bentley  stated  that  although  the  total  ban  might  not  be  passed  by  the  Board,  that  it 
would  serve  to  bring  more  public  awareness  to  this  problem,  and  perhaps  a  ballot 
initiative.  Com.  Hobson  indicated  that  there  might  be  more  support  from  the  current 
Board  of  Sups  for  this  issue  than  there  had  been  in  the  past,  and  that  press  coverage  might 
heighten  public  awareness  and  encourage  people  not  to  buy  live  animals,  with  Com.  Tchen 
stressing  the  importance  of  keeping  this  issue  before  people  and  in  the  press. 

Com.  Breslin  stated  that  from  a  strategic  standpoint,  if  some  opposition  could  be  avoided 
by  having  legislation  that  applied  only  to  CCSF-owned  property,  that  might  nullify 
objections  from  private  industry,  and  then  the  Commission  could  build  on  that  rather  than 
running  into  controversy,  and  some  commissioners  felt  that  a  total  ban  would  simply  not 
be  passed  by  the  Board. 

Com.  Tchen  suggested  writing  a  recommendation  for  both:  The  first  being  the  previous 
recommendation  submitted  to  the  Board  calling  for  a  total  ban  on  the  sales  of  live  animals; 
the  second  being  a  ban  on  sales  at  Farmer's  Markets  or  City-owned  property,  thereby  still 
getting  the  message  out,  and  giving  the  Board  of  Sups  a  choice. 

Corns.  Bentley  and  Tchen  suggested  raising  human-health  issues  in  re  the  high  rate  of 
disease  in  these  animals  and  the  health  risks,  etc.  Com.  Breslin  indicated  that  the  Health 
Department's  position  was:  "It's  an  animal  rights  and  welfare  issue,  it  is  not  a  health  issue," 
and  he  expected  the  department  would  take  that  position  again.  Corns.  Tchen  and  Hobson 
indicated  that  the  health  issue  is  an  important  one  to  bring  to  the  public. 

After  further  discussion,  Com.  Hobson  called  the  question  on  the  following  two  motions, 
the  first  motion  being  seconded  by  Com.  Bentley,  the  second  motion  being  seconded  by 
Com.  Franklin. 

1)  To  renew  the  Commission's  recommendation  for  a  prohibition  on  the  sale  of  all  live 
animal  species  sold  for  human  consumption  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

2)  A  motion  calling  for  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  any  live  animals  sold  for  human 
consumption  on  any  property  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  at  any 
site  funded  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

At  which  point  further  discussion  continued,  and  the  City  Attorney  made  a  point  of  order, 
indicating  that  the  question  had  been  called  several  times  and  suggested  that  if  the 
Commission  wanted  to  continue  the  discussion,  that  the  item  could  be  moved  over  to  the 
next  meeting. 

The  Chair  then  called  the  question:  "Those  in  favor  of  not  voting  on  the  question,"  with 
four  voting  in  favor,  (Corns.  Eckman,  Wilson,  Franklin,  Tchen). 

The  Chair  then  moved,  seconded  by  Com.  Wilson,  to  continue  the  discussion  and  possible 
action  of  Com.  Hobson's  motions,  and  the  wording  of  these  possible  recommendations  to 


the  Board,  to  the  December  meeting.  The  motion  passed,  with  five  voting  in  favor, 
(Corns.  Bentley,  Eckman,  Wilson,  Franklin,  Tchen),  and  one  opposed,  (Com.  Hobson.) 

The  City  Attorney  requested  Items  6A  and  6B  be  taken  out  of  order  because  she  had  to 
leave. 

ITEM  HEARD  OUT  OF  ORDER: 
6.       NEW  BUSINESS 

[A]  Commission  housekeeping  matter: 

Discussion  and  possible  action  regarding  the  future  storage  of  Commission 
Records  and  the  records  retention  policy.  [Com.  Wilson)  [Discussion/Action 
Item] 

Com.  Wilson  requested  instructions  as  to  the  disposition  of  Commission  records  currently 
in  her  possession.  The  City  Attorney  responded,  that  upon  review  of  the  Records 
Retention  &  Destruction  Policy,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  declared  that  their  boards 
and  commissions  are  to  retain  their  files  permanently,  and  suggested  that  the  Commission 
contact  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  request  that  space  be  given  to  the  Commission  for 
records  storage. 

The  Chair  stated,  without  objection,  that  no  action  was  needed,  and  requested  Com. 
A\*g0d  contact  the  clerk  and  ask  for  storage  space. 

The  chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment,  hearing  none,  the  meeting  was  returned 
to  the  Commission. 

[B]  A  discussion  concerning  whether  a  section  for  extemporaneous 
"Commissioner  Comments"  should  be  allowed  on  the  agenda.  Notice  would 
not  be  given  as  to  the  content  of  these  comments,  and  advisement  from  the 
City  Attorney  had  been  requested  concerning  compliance  with  the  Brown 
and  Sunshine  Ordinance.   [Com.  Hobson]  [Discussion/Action  Item.] 

Com.  Hobson  gave  an  overview  of  this  item,  and  stressed  the  importance  of 
Commissioners  being  able  to  speak  extemporaneously  about  issues  that  have  come  up 
after  the  written  requirement  and  that  have  not  been  included  in  the  agenda. 

He  further  stated  the  Commission  had  received  conflicting  opinions  from  the  City 
Attorney's  office,  and  cited  Section  67.17  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  suggested  that 
the  Commission  call  it  "Public  Comment  by  Commissioners,"  and  that  a  section  be 
reserved  after  the  Chair's  Report  for  this,  and  urged  the  Commission  to  consider  this. 

The  City  Attorney,  Rosa  Sanchez,  stated  that  Section  67.17  does  address  public  comment 
by  members  of  policy  bodies,  that  their  right  to  make  comments  will  not  be  infringed.  She 
further  stated  that  the  City  Attorney's  recommendation  had  not  changed,  and  that  the  City 
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Attorney  is  not  suggesting  to  restrict  the  Commission's  public  comment,  that  the 
Commission  is  free  to  do  so  on  any  item  that's  agendized  and  noticed  to  the  public,  but 
that  in  conjunction  with  Sec.  67.17  is  67.7,  which  addresses  specifically  the  notice 
requirements  of  agendizing  what  business  the  Commission  will  transact  or  discuss,  and 
explained  that  the  City  Attorney  is  not  suggesting  Commissioners  refrain  from 
commenting  on  anything,  but  that  if  the  Commission  is  to  follow  the  Sunshine  to  the  letter 
of  the  law,  everything  that  will  be  transacted  or  discussed  needs  to  be  agendized  for  the 
public,  so  the  public  will  be  notified. 

She  further  indicated  that  the  Commission  did  not  have  to  follow  the  City  Attorney's 
advice  and  could  put  in  a  section  for  "Commissioner  comments,"  but  that  if  the 
Commission  chose  not  to  list  what  it  will  talk  about,  someone  could  take  the  Commission 
before  the  Sunshine  Taskforce  because  it  didn't  meet  the  agenda  requirements. 

The  Chair  stated  that  if  the  Commission  chose  to  disregard  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney 
and  put  in  a  section  that  the  City  Attorney  is  advising  is  contradictory  to  what  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  states,  the  Commission  could  do  it  if  it  wants,  but  could  be  subject  to 
a  lawsuit,  and  the  discussion  continued. 

Several  commissioners  mentioned  the  importance  of  being  able  to  discuss  last-minute 
issues  that  come  up.  Com  Hobson  indicated  that  he  thought  the  Sunshine  and  Brown  Act 
were  meant  to  guarantee  that  the  public  is  not  shut  out  of  decisions  and/or  actions,  and 
that  it  was  not  intended  to  deprive  and/or  limit  public  comment  by  members  of  a  board. 

Ms.  Sanchez  stated  that  her  office  is  simply  advising  the  Commission  on  what  the  law 
says.  That  it's  up  to  the  Commission  to  follow  the  advice  or  not. 

Com.  Hobson  moved,  seconded  by  Com.  Franklin,  to  create  a  section  entitled,  "Public 
Comments  by  Commissioners,"  that  would  follow  the  Chair's  Report  on  the  Commission's 
agenda.  The  motion  passed  with  four  voting  in  favor,  (Corns.  Bentley,  Franklin,  Tchen, 
Hobson),  and  two  opposed  (Corns.  Eckman,  Wilson.) 

The  Chair  stated  her  objection  for  the  record,  that  she  believes  this  violates  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act. 

(Whereupon  the  City  Attorney  excused  herself  from  the  meeting.) 
The  following  additional  housekeeping  matters  were  raised: 

Com.  Hobson  indicated  that  after  roll  call,  there  should  be  a  section  in  the  agenda  to 
approve  absences. 

Corns.  Tchen  and  Bentley  indicated  there  should  be  a  section  in  the  minutes  indicating  if 
commissioners  leave  early  and  the  time  they  left,  with  Com.  Hobson  stating  arrival  and 
I  departure  times  should  be  noted  in  the  minutes. 
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2.  APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  OF  THE  OCTOBER  11,  2001  MEETING

CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL 

(a)      Chair  Elissa  Eckman  convened  the  December  13,  2001  meeting  of  the 

Commission  of  Animal  Control  to  order  at  approximately  5:40  p.m.,  at  City  Hall, 
Room  408,  San  Francisco,  California. 

Commissioners  in  Attendance:  Chair  Elissa  Eckman,  Vice-Chair  Cheryl  Bentley, 
Secretary  June  Wilson,  Catherine  Tchen,  Frederick  Hobson,  Carl  Friedman,  Animal  Care 
&  Control,  Jack  Breslin,  Dept.  of  Health.  City  Attorney  Rosa  Sanchez  was  in  attendance. 

Commissioners  Absent:  Corns.  Sherri  Franklin,  Sgt.  Bill  Herndon,  SFPD. 

Corns.  Breslin,  Friedman  and  Tchen  and  City  Attorney  Rosa  Sanchez  left  the  meeting  at 
7:08  p.m. 

The  meeting  was  convened  at  ,5:40  p.m.  and  Commission  Chair  Eckman  presided  during 
all  aspects  of  the  meeting.  Sey§n  Commissioners  (or  their  lawful  designates)  holding  valid 
appointments  being  present,  the  quorum  requirement  of  Section  6  of  the  Commission's 
Rules  &  Regulations  (50  percent  of  those  eligible  to  vote)  was  satisfied. 

APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES  OF  NOVEMBER  8,  2001  MEETING 
[Discussion/Action  Item] 

Corrections  were  indicated  to  the  November  minutes  as  follows: 

Com.  Hobson  indicated  that  Item  4  of  the  "agenda"  reflected  "Extemporaneous 

Commissioner  Comments"  and  it  should  be  listed  as  "Public  Comments  by 

Commissioners." 


Com.  Hobson  moved,  (seconded  by  Com.  Bentley,)  that  Support  Office  Services  is 
providing  services  to  the  Commission  on  a  month-to-month  basis  and  does  not  have  a 
yearly  contract,  and  that  "month-to-month"  be  inserted  in  Item  4. 

The  November  8,  200 1  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  as  amended. 

CHAIRPERSON'S  REPORT  AND  OPENING  REMARKS  [Discussion  Item] 

A.       City  of  Fremont  Animal  Services  calls  Commission  with  concerns  about 
possibility  of  incursion  of  live  animal  market  opening  in  their  city. 
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The  Chair  received  a  call  from  the  supervisor  of  the  Tri-City  Animal  Services 
requesting  information  on  how  to  prevent  live  chickens  from  being  sold  in  his  city, 
and  that  someone  wanted  to  operate  a  private  slaughterhouse  within  his  city  limits, 
and  that  he  would  be  responsible  for  enforcement.  He  was  very  concerned  about 
this  and  was  trying  to  obtain  information  on  what  the  Commission  and  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  had  done  to  prevent  this. 

The  Chair  stated  she  gave  him  an  overview  on  what  the  Commission  was  trying  to 
do.  She  further  stated  that  this  was  a  remarkable  move  on  the  part  of  a  city 
official,  that  he  thought  it  would  be  cruel  and  wanted  to  know  how  he  could  stop 
it,  and  that  other  counties  are  encountering  this  problem. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment: 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  read  an  article  from  the  Oakland  Tribune  indicating 
that  a  local  city  council  had  approved  a  one-year  moratorium  on  butchering  some 
animals  within  the  city  limits,  and  that  the  moratorium  exempts  the  slaughtering  of 
fish,  shellfish,  reptiles  and  amphibians. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  the  meeting  to  the 
Commission. 

B.  City  Administrative  Services  request  expense  reimbursements  be  signed  off 
by  the  Chair  before  they  are  submitted. 

The  Chair  stated  that  City  Admin.  Services  has  requested  the  Chair  sign  off  on  all 
invoices  for  the  Commission  or  any  reimbursements  for  commissioners. 

Com.  Hobson  suggested  that  the  Commission  set  a  dollar  threshold,  that  anything 
over  that  threshold  should  come  before  the  frill  Commission.  Com.  Friedman 
stated  that  the  Chair  should  sign  the  original  invoices. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment.  Hearing  none,  the  meeting  was 
returned  to  the  Commission. 

C.  Issues  related  to  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  agenda  items  that  might 
assist  participation  by  fellow  commissioners  as  well  as  the  public. 

The  Chair  suggested  that  for  serious  issues  and  issues  that  affect  different  laws, 
that  the  person  presenting  the  motion  attempt  to  obtain  a  more  in-depth  study 
pertaining  to  the  issue,  which  would  be  helpful  for  the  Commission  and  the  public. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment: 

Steve  Cockrell,  City  Dog,  stated  he  checked  the  web  and  thought  the  Commission 
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would  be  discussing  GGNRA  closures,  but  that  item  was  not  on  this  agenda.  He 
then  inquired  about  how  a  member  of  the  public  could  have  something  put  on  the 
agenda,  and  requested  that  procedure  be  posted  on  the  web. 

Corns.  Hobson  and  Bentley  suggested  that  there  could  be  a  phone  number  where 
members  of  the  public  could  leave  a  request,  that  request  would  go  to  the  Chair 
and  the  Chair  could  then  inform  the  Commission  of  the  request. 

Com.  Bentley  stated  that  over  the  past  year  attendance  has  dropped  dramatically  at 
Commission  meetings,  and  having  this  information  on  the  web  might  better  serve 
the  public  to  understand  how  they  can  go  about  participating  in  the  Commission's 
work  and  that  public  attendance  is  welcome.   She  further  stated  that  is  why  she 
wants  public  comment  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  meeting. 

City  Attorney  Sanchez  stated  that  the  Chair's  telephone  number  is  on  every 
agenda.  She  explained  that  the  way  a  member  of  the  public  can  ask  the 
Commission  to  put  something  on  the  agenda  or  present  ideas  is  during  public 
comment,  that  any  member  of  the  public  can  come  and  talk  about  anything  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  and  present  ideas  and  tell  the  commissioners 
what  you  want  them  to  discuss,  and  then  any  member  of  the  Commission  can  ask 
the  Chair  to  put  it  on  the  next  agenda. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  suggested  that  if  the  Commission  did  a  monthly 
mailing  of  the  agenda,  perhaps  it  might  stimulate  greater  public  participation. 

4.        PUBLIC  COMMENT  BY  COMMISSIONERS 

Com.  Bentley  requested  that  the  following  be  included  in  the  minutes:  That  publicly  while 
she  and  another  Commissioner  were  on  Commission  business  at  City  Hall,  that  she  was 
verbally  "mobbed"  while  leaving  a  Rules  Committee  meeting  after  giving  public  testimony, 
^o^t"0  and  that  later  in  the  hall  the  same  AC&W  Commissioner  in  a  loud  voice  called  out  to 

another  AC&W  Commissioner  "bastard"  three  times,  and  implied  that  he  would  not  be 
reappointed  to  the  Commission. 

Com.  Bentley  stated  her  concern  that  public  attendance  of  the  Commission's  meetings  has 
decreased  over  the  past  year,  and  felt  much  of  the  decrease  was  due  to  the  lack  of  civility 
practiced  by  the  Commission,  and  called  on  the  Commissioners  to  practice  public  civility. 

A  member  of  the  public  inquired  about  what  issue  the  Commissioners  had  been  addressing 
at  the  Rules  Committee,  with  Com.  Bentley  responding  that  it  was  concerning  a 
veterinarian  appointment  that  had  not  been  publicly  noticed,  and  that  some  of  the 
Commissioners  felt  there  should  be  proper  public  notice  before  the  Rules  Committee  made 
a  vote. 

Com.  Hobson  then  made  a  statement,  in  part,  as  follows:  That  he  had  requested  the  Rules 
Committee  continue  the  item  of  appointing  someone  to  this  Commission  because  it  had 
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not  been  publicly  noticed,  and  having  not  been  publicly  noticed,  that  any  appointment  the 
Board  of  Sups  would  make  would  be  an  illegal  appointment  and  could  cause  liability  to 
the  Commission  and  to  the  City.  He  further  stated  that  he  attended  the  meeting  to 
guarantee  that  the  Commission  not  violate  the  laws  of  the  state,  that  the  Sunshine  Ord. 
and  Brown  Act  both  require  public  notice,  and  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  informed  the 
Rules  Committee  that  the  appointment  would  not  be  a  legal  appointment. 

He  further  stated  that  when  he  has  pointed  out  something  that  is  due  process  or  a  legality, 
he  has  been  publicly  castigated.  He  further  stated  that  he  is  not  going  to  reapply  to  this 
Commission. 

Com.  Hobson  then  stated  that  he  will  be  meeting  with  Sup.  Maxwell's  office  to  discuss  the 
Commission's  recommendation  that  the  Board  of  Sups  set  up  some  kind  of  guidelines  for 
the  Dept.  of  Public  Works  to  stop  cutting  down  trees,  because  many  of  these  trees  provide 
habitat  to  animals. 

He  further  stated  he  is  working  with  the  DA's  office  in  fashioning  legislation  regarding  a 
Special  Prosecutions  Unit,  and  they're  working  on  that  legislation  slowly  but  surely. 

He  then  discussed  the  notice  at  the  Board  of  Sups  for  the  vacancy  on  the  Commission, 
that  it  was  publicly  noticed  on  Friday  and  had  expired  Wednesday,  and  that  the 
Veterinarian  Assoc.  had  put  it  out  on  their  E-mail,  and  another  applicant  has  come 
forward. 

Com.  Friedman  stated  that  the  Commission's  goal  is  to  help  the  animals,  but  that  it's  also 
to  protect  the  public,  and  felt  one  of  the  reasons  public  attendance  has  declined  is  due  to 
the  time  the  Commission  spends  on  minutia.  He  suggested  that  the  Commission  go 
through  the  agenda  initially  and  see  what  the  public  is  here  for,  and  take  those  issues  first. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment  and  without  objection,  took  the  following 
items  out  of  order: 

ITEM  HEARD  OUT  OF  ORDER: 

7.       OLD  BUSINESS 

[A]      Discussion  and  possible  action  to  renew  the  Commission's  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  all  live  animals  in  any 
establishment  where  food  is  prepared,  manufactured,  kept,  stored,  offered 
for  sale  or  sold  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  prohibition 
would  include  Farmers  Markets,  Flea  Markets  and  Farmers  Markets 
occupying  City  owned  property.  [Chair  Eckman,  Corns.  Wilson,  Franklin, 
Tchen.]  [Discussion/Action  Item] 

The  Chair  stated  that  in  1996  for  the  Fund  for  Animals  she  prepared  the 
memorandum  of  law  on  this  issue,  and  had  taken  the  language  from  that  memo  and 
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introduced  it.  She  stated  she  was  not  asking  for  action  on  this  item  today,  but  that 
the  Commission  study  it.  She  stressed  that  this  is  suggested  language  to  see  how 
the  Commission  may  want  to  present  it  to  the  Board,  that  she  was  trying  to 
combine  the  suggestions  from  Corns.  Friedman  and  Breslin  re  city-owned 
property,  but  stated  further  thought  and  research  is  required. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment: 

Dr.  Ron  Cole  stated  that  it  was  not  clear  whether  the  Commission  was  including 
fish  and  invertebrates,  with  the  Chair  responding  that  it  was.  Dr.  Cole  felt  it  would 
fail  if  it  was  that  broad  and  suggested  that  if  the  Commission  wanted  to  eliminate 
the  ill-treatment  of  birds,  to  focus  on  them. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  suggested  going  for  the  farmer's  markets  on  City- 
owned  property.  He  further  stated  that  Sup.  Peskin  is  working  on  a  City 
ordinance  to  put  the  Kuehl  Bill  into  compliance  and  thought  the  farmer's  markets 
would  be  a  major  step  forward. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  the  discussion  to  the 
Commission. 

Com.  Breslin  suggested  including  the  phrases,  "offered  for  sale,"  or  "given  away," 
to  make  it  consistent  with  other  pieces  of  legislation  that  address  food  markets. 

Com.  Bentley  stated  she  had  decided  to  vote  against  this  item  for  two  reasons: 
That  the  only  real  presence  that  Animal  Control  and  the  Health  Depart,  has  in  the 
live-animal  markets  is  the  farmer's  markets,  so  why  do  away  with  the  one  place 
that  they  can  do  something,  and  that  it  would  just  drive  more  business  to  the 
markets  where  there  are  no  controls.  The  second  being  that  Sup.  Peskin  is 
working  on  legislation  on  these  live  animal  markets,  and  that  it  would  be  bad 
timing  to  make  it  a  public  issue. 

Com.  Hobson  stated  that  he  had  made  two  motions  in  which  he  withdrew  because 
he  recalled  Sup.  Peskin's  work  on  legislation.  He  further  stated  that  if  the 
Commission  did  an  overall  ban,  it  might  be  considered  unreasonable  and  thus  make 
Sup.  Peskin's  legislation  look  more  reasonable.  He  further  stated  that  a  ban  on 
city-owned  property  seems  the  more  rational  approach,  and  that  he  would 
probably  vote  for  a  ban  of  some  type  in  the  hope  that  it  will  encourage  the  other 
Board  members  to  support  Sup.  Peskin's  legislation. 

Com.  Friedman  suggested  that  the  Commission  contact  Sup.  Peskin  and  talk  with 
him  before  taking  any  action. 

The  Chair  stated  her  hope  that  an  aide  from  Sup.  Peskin's  office  would  come  to  a 
meeting  and  advise  the  Commission  on  what  he  is  proposing  and  how  it  would 
dovetail  with  the  Kuehl  Bill,  and  what  the  enforcement  provisions  are.  Com.

Tchen  stated  she  was  in  support  of  hearing  what  Sup.  Peskin  is  working  on  and 
what  the  enforcement  will  be,  so  the  Commission  could  then  hear  Com.  Friedman's 
opinion  regarding  enforcement. 

Com.  Friedman  stated  that  the  Kuehl  Bill  may  not  be  the  answer  to  this  problem, 
that  it's  a  good  start,  but  that  the  bill  is  extremely  vague.  He  further  stated  that 
whoever  is  going  to  enforce  it  will  need  guidelines  for  enforcement,  and  maybe 
that's  something  that  Sup.  Peskin  would  be  working  on. 

Com.  Tchen  stated  that  due  to  enforcement  problems,  she  remained  strongly  in 
favor  of  recommending  the  previous  Commission  decision  of  a  total  ban. 

The  Chair  stated  the  Commission  still  needs  to  do  a  thorough  investigation  into: 
the  proposed  legislation  by  Sup.  Peskin;  obtaining  the  text  of  the  Kuehl  Bill  for 
closer  examination;  the  Dept.  of  Health  Codes,  etc.  in  order  to  present  something 
to  the  Board  and  get  it  pushed  through. 

Com.  Wilson  said  she  supported  the  approach  of  chipping  away  at  this  issue  bit  by 
bit,  that  if  it's  too  broad,  the  Commission  would  lose.  She  also  supported  finding 
out  about  Sup.  Peskin's  proposed  legislation,  and  how  long  it  would  take. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  stated  that  some  parts  of  the  Kuehl  Bill  are  vague, 
but  that  there  are  also  some  specific  things  in  the  bill.  He  believed  that  under  the 
Kuehl  Bill,  enforcement  would  be  a  matter  for  Animal  Control. 

Eric  Mills  then  stated  that  for  the  sixth  time  baby  red-eared  sliders  were  found  for 
sale  in  a  shop  in  San  Francisco,  and  enforcement  is  needed. 

Com.  Friedman  stated  that  Animal  Control  and  the  Dept.  of  Health  has  gone  out 
regarding  the  red-eared  sliders  and  that  they  have  taken  some  turtles. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  the  meeting  to  the 
Commission  and  this  item  was  continued  for  further  study  to  the  January  meeting. 

ITEM  HEARD  OUT  OF  ORDER: 

8.        NEW  BUSINESS 

[A]     Discussion  and  possible  action  on  a  motion  to  include  a  section  for 
public  comment  at  the  beginning  of  Commission  meetings.  As  it 
stands  now,  public  comment  is  agendized  only  at  the  end  of  the 
meeting.  [Com.  Bentley]  [Discussion/Action  Item.] 

Com.  Bentley  stated  that  Eric  Mills  had  suggested  this  item,  and  she  felt  it  would 
create  a  friendlier  Commission  and  would  encourage  people  who  can't  stay  for  the 
entire  meeting  to  come  to  the  meetings  and  present  their  ideas,  and  cited  examples. 
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Having  public  comment  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  was  well- 
received  by  the  Commission,  with  suggestions  that  there  be  a  time  limit  if  there  are 
a  lot  of  speakers. 

City  Attorney  Sanchez  said  she  would  have  to  check  whether  the  Commission 
could  do  two  public  comments  and  would  let  the  Commission  know  before  the 
next  agenda. 

Com.  Bentley  moved,  (seconded  by  Com.  Hobson),  that  the  motion  be  amended  as 
follows:  "A  section  for  public  comment  at  the  beginning  of  Commission  meetings 
as  well  as  at  the  end,  pending  the  City  Attorney's  approval  of  the  legality." 

Com.  Hobson  suggested  this  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda  after  the  Call  to  Order, 
Roll  Call  and  Approval  of  Absences  and  before  the  Approval  of  Minutes,  so  the 
public  can  comment  on  the  minutes. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment: 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  Dr.  Ron  Cole  and  Dr.  Katz  indicated  support  for 
this  item. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  put  it  to  a  vote  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  passed  by  the  Commission. 

The  Chair  requested,  without  objection,  to  take  Public  Comment  out  of  order. 

ITEM  TAKEN  OUT  OF  ORDER: 

9.       PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Dr.  Ron  Cole  addressed  the  Commission  concerning  GGNRA  giving  citations  at  Crissy 
Field  and  Ft.  Funston  for  off-leash  dogs,  and  he  attended  an  overflow  meeting  at  the 
Presidio,  that  eight  supervisors  came  to  the  meeting  stating  that  there  was  an  agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  Federal  Government  that  the  land  be  open  for  off-leash  dog 
walking,  and  that  if  it  was  abrogated  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  City  was  threatening 
to  take  it  back.  He  then  suggested  that  the  Commission  make  some  kind  of 
recommendation  that  that  happen.  He  further  suggested  that  the  Commission  should  get 
somebody  from  Rec  &  Park  to  talk  about  where  they're  going. 

The  Chair  inquired  about  SFDOG's  position  on  this  issue,  and  Dr.  Cole  indicated  he  would 
get  ahold  of  them. 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  indicated  a  letter  had  been  received  requesting  the 
Commission  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  a  store  that  has  been  putting  dogs  and  cats  up  for 
adoption,  and  supported  this. 
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He  further  discussed  his  efforts  to  stop  a  rodeo  that  has  been  scheduled  to  take  place 
during  the  Olympic  Games  in  Utah,  and  noted  he  had  received  negative  press.  But  also 
stated  that  the  President  of  the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee  said  she  had  received  thousands 
of  E-mails  and  letters  in  opposition  to  this  rodeo.  He  requested  the  Commission  put  this 
on  the  agenda  for  a  strong  letter  of  condemnation. 

Lastly,  he  stated  he  was  sorry  Com.  Hobson  would  not  be  reapplying  to  the  Commission 
and  hoped  he  might  reconsider.  Dr.  Katz  also  urged  Com.  Hobson  to  reconsider. 

Com.  Friedman  stated  he  was  also  upset  about  the  actions  of  the  Federal  Government  and 
GGNRA,  that  he  had  heard  that  if  somebody  refuses  to  sign  a  citation,  they're  going  to  be 
arrested  and  their  dog  would  be  taken  to  Animal  Control.  He  stated  that  the  dogs  will  not 
come  to  Animal  Control,  he  will  not  take  the  animals.  He  won't  allow  an  animal  to  be 
harmed,  but  that  if  the  Federal  Government  and  GGNRA  are  going  to  take  this  posture, 
then  they  are  going  to  have  to  build  kennels  and  make  sure  that  they  can  take  care  of  all 
these  animals.  He  doesn't  want  to  hold  an  animal  in  a  kennel  and  possibly  have  to  destroy 
another  one  because  of  that  policy. 

Com.  Tchen  stated  that  Rec  and  Park  has  a  seat  on  this  Commission,  and  they  haven't 
been  to  a  meeting  in  at  least  two  or  three  years. 

The  Chair,  hearing  no  further  public  comment,  returned  to  Item  5  of  agenda. 

STATUS  AND  TRACKING  OF  LETTERS  OF  RECOMMENDATION 
APPROVED  BY  COMMISSION  REQUESTING  ACTION  BY  THE  BOARD  OF 
SUPERVISORS  [DISCUSSION  ITEM] 

1)  Live  Animal  Market  [Kuehl  Bill  compliance] 

Com.  Bentley  stated  Sup.  Peskin  advised  her  about  a  month  ago  that  his  aide  was 
going  to  meet  with  the  City  Attorney  re  the  legislation.  She  also  plans  on  meeting 
with  him,  so  it's  slow  but  steady  progress. 

The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment.  Hearing  none,  returned  the 
meeting  to  the  Commission. 

2)  Letter  sent  to  Board  re  UCSF  lack  of  cooperation  with  City's  resolution 
concerning  animal  testing. 

The  Chair  stated  that  this  issue  is  as  big  as  the  live-animal  market  issue,  and  that  a 
lot  of  work  is  still  needed  on  this  issue,  and  asked  for  an  update  from  Dr.  Katz. 

Dr.  Katz  advised  the  Commission  that  the  lawsuit  was  a  Public  Records  Act  and 
that  the  Court  had  ruled  "kind  of  in  our  favor.  They  finally  have  to  identify  the 
animals  so  we  are  able  to  connect  clinical  records  with  protocols  and  necropsy 
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reports.  The  Court  required  they  give  numbers  to  the  animals,  so  you  can  track 
down  who  the  animals  are,  but  they  were  afraid  that  people  would  be  harassed  if 
they  gave  out  their  names. 

He  further  stated  that  on  a  national  level  they're  going  to  be  petitioning  the 
National  Institute  of  Health,  and  probably  will  follow  that  up  with  a  lawsuit  asking 
for  reallocation  of  funding  from  animal-based  technologies  to  non-animal-based 
technologies,  so  that  over  a  20-year  period  the  money  would  be  going  all  towards 
non-animal  technologies. 

He  further  stated  that  attorneys  are  working  on  this  now,  and  once  it's  in  place,  he 
will  be  asking  the  Commission  to  recommend  that  UCSF  follow  that  procedure 
that's  being  asked  of  the  NTH,  so  that  as  an  animal  researcher  leaves,  their  place  is 
taken  by  a  non-animal  researcher. 

At  this  point  he  didn't  have  a  concrete  recommendation  for  UCSF,  and  felt  it  needs 
to  come  from  the  Commission  to  ask  that  hearings  be  held  on  whether  UCSF  is 
living  up  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Sups,  and  he  feels  they  clearly 
are  not. 

4)       Letter  to  Mayor  regarding  Golden  Gate  Stables 

Com.  Wilson  stated  she  had  heard  that  the  Rules  Committee  had  appointed  a 
contractor  to  look  into  what  it  would  cost  to  fix  up  the  stables,  and  that  she  would 
try  to  find  out  more  by  the  next  meeting.  Com.  Hobson  stated  that  there  had  been 
past  concerns  over  quality  of  care  and  mismanagement  of  the  stables,  and 
suggested  Com.  Wilson  mention  that  and  that  whoever  is  contracted  to  run  the 
stables  be  held  accountable  to  good  standards. 

3)       Letter  to  Board  of  Supervisors  recommending  amending  Section  41.12  of  the 
SF  Health  Code  to  provide  for  duties  of  "Guardians." 

Com.  Bentley  indicated  that  a  letter  had  gone  out,  but  the  recipient  had  found  it 
confusing  and  suggested  the  Commission  revise  it.  Com.  Wilson  stated  that  a 
letter  had  been  previously  sent  out  by  Chin  Chi,  and  another  letter  was  sent  by 
Com.  Franklin.  Dr.  Katz  requested  copies  of  those  letters  with  various 
commissioners  indicating  they  would  try  to  find  copies  for  him 

6.        COMMITTEE  REPORTS/COMMISSIONER'S  REPORTS  [Discussion  Item] 

A.       Update  on  placement  of  Crime  Stoppers  posters  [anti  dog  fighting] 

The  Chair  indicated  that  Com.  Franklin  had  called  her  and  asked  her  to 
apprise  the  Commission  that  Com.  Herndon  had  supplied  her  with  at  least 
30  posters  and  that  Com.  Franklin  has  been  going  to  different 
neighborhoods  putting  them  up. 
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The  Chair  opened  the  meeting  to  public  comment  as  follows: 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  said  he  had  spoken  to  the  director  of  Oakland's 
Animal  Control  and  he  wants  to  do  posters,  too. 

B.       Update  on  API  draft  pamphlet  regarding  declawing  fact  sheet 

Eric  Mills,  Action  for  Animals,  handed  out  information  to  the  Commission  and 
indicated  he  had  spoken  to  Dr.  Holve  and  the  API  office  in  Sacramento  who 
advised  that  the  declawing  brochure  is  almost  done  and  should  be  out  soon. 

The  Chair  indicated  the  Commission  hoped  to  include  their  name  on  the  pamphlet, 
but  needed  to  write  the  Board  for  approval  upon  completion  of  the  pamphlet. 

10.  CALENDAR  ITEMS 

Com.  Hobson  requested  an  item  concerning  cosmetic  testing  on  animals  be  placed  as  a 
discussion/possible  action  item  for  next  month's  agenda.  That  although  California  has 
outlawed  any  laboratories  that  do  that  work,  that  does  not  prohibit  products  developed  in 
other  states  that  allow  animal  testing  to  be  sold  in  California,  and  that  he  would  be 
providing  some  written  materials. 

Com.  Hobson  stated  that  next  month  is  the  Commission's  election  of  officers  and  that  he 
would  be  nominating  Com.  Cheryl  Bentley  for  Chair,  and  that  should  be  agendized. 

Com.  Bentley  requested  that  Dr.  Cole's  concern  regarding  the  GGNRA  be  placed  on  the 
agenda.  She  also  stated  that  Eric  Mills  had  requested  the  Commission  write  a  thank-you 
letter  to  the  store  that  has  been  putting  dogs  and  cats  up  for  adoption,  but  that  the 
Commission  would  have  to  go  through  the  Board  of  Sups  to  get  approval,  unless  the 
commissioners  write  individually. 

The  Chair  suggested  that  commissioners  write  individually,  and  stated  that  it  takes  so 
much  time  to  get  to  the  Board,  and  then  nothing  happens.   She  further  stated  that  she 
believed  SFDOG  was  dealing  with  the  GGNRA  issue,  and  was  concerned  that  the 
Commission  not  take  on  too  much,  and  then  have  no  one  to  do  the  hard  work  of  following 
up  on  the  item. 

Com.  Hobson  stated  the  Commission  can  discuss  and  authorize  a  letter  to  the  Board  to 
support  whatever  position  the  Commission  may  take,  and  that  the  individual 
commissioners  can  also  write  letters. 

Com.  Wilson  requested  an  item  concerning  "Choke  Out,"  a  cruel  method  some  dog 
handlers,  police  officers  and  dog  trainers  still  use,  be  placed  on  the  agenda,  and  that 
Virginia  Handley  will  be  at  the  January  meeting  to  talk  about  it. 
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ADJOURNMENT 


The  meeting  was  adjourned,  motion  by  the  Chair,  seconded  by  Com.  Hobson,  at 
approximately  7:40  p.m.
